A Glimpse of the State Reformatory at 
Concord. 

[Written for the Graphic.] 

A Runny afternoon with a fresh wind 
billowing the yellow grain and tail mead- 
ow grasses; larks calling and swallows 
dipping low over the winding Assabet; 
chip sparrows gossiping in the mown 
grass; this on one side: on the other, 
beyond the brick walls of the prison, A 
confused mnrraur of voices. It is Satur- 
day. Will you take your first glimpse of 
the Concord Reformatory from the guard 
room window? Through the stone arch 
and up stairs, where a door is unlocked 
for us, and we stand in a huge rage- 
iron bars on every side except that by 
which we entered. In front, and at 
either side stretch the three dormitory 
wings of the building, the cell doors, iron 
corridors and stairways all in view. Two 
windows look upon tlie outside world, a 
third gives a view of yard and shops, the 
fourth commands the playground, whore 
those who have not forfeited tlie privi- 
lege are spending their half-holiday 
There are several ball games in progress; 
a group about the pump, another chat- 
ting in the doorway, others running and 
jumping. It is like an ordinary play- 
ground, for to the unitiated tlie blue and 
gray jackets tell nothing. Gray is the 
middle grade uniform. A new comer be- 
gins his term in this color: by good be- 
havior he gains promotion into first 
grade and a blue coat. If, on tlie other 
hand, be chooses to be refractory and 
disobedient, a certain number of bad 
marks degrades him to the red jacket 
aud makes him conspicuous amoug his 
companions. For the unmanageable ones 
there are the solitary cells for a limited 
time. Very seldom is it, however, that 
the culprit’s obstinacy does not give way 
before the limit is reached. The first 
grade are allowed privileges denied to 
the others; strict obedience, therefore. — 
a step to that goal, — is by no means to be 
despised. This bit of a conversation be- 
tween an old resident and a novice 
throws some light upon the way the sys- 
tem works among tlie cunning ones. 

“Say, Freshtish! (local for “new arri- 
val,”) Want me to give you some points? 
What you’re got to do is to get into a red 
jacket as quick as you can. Then you 
reform and join the’ Y. M. C. A. and 
| you're all right.” 

The Y. M. C A., the Catholic Society, 
Temperance Society and other clubs are 
allowed to hold meetiugs on certain eveu- 
i ings in one of the class rooms, and oc- 
I casionally, a public meeting, literary and 
musical, is given in the chapel. 

A Catholic service is held Sunday 
morning, followed by Sunday school and 
the Protestant service: at the latter all 
prisoners are obliged to be present. As 
there is uo church in this part of the 
town, this service is also attended by the 
families of the officers, who assemble in 
the gnard room. At a signal the offiers 
take their places upon the landings and 
the boys pour out of Sunday school, in- 
| stantly the three wings are tilled with 
’ moving forms, hurrying up the iron 
1 stairways and along the corridors to the 
cells, in a very few moments doors are 
shut, bars aud locks secured, and a key 
is turned to permit us to traverse tlie 
corridor, and pass through the library in- 
to the cliapei gallery. Then comes a 
murmur aud hum like a distant gong.— 
the ringing of iron under innumerable 
feet, — and one division after another is 
ushered in and seated by its officer, who 
takes his station where lie can overlook 
| bis charge. 

, The officers all wear the badge of 
mourning, for they have within the week 
lost Their senior member, Mr. Gale, a 
man universally belov. d and respected, 
who in all his forty years of) prison ser- 
vice was prompt and conscientious in the 
performance of duty, aud when a ease 
required severity, meted punishment 
with such kindness that he seems never 
to have made an enemy. Though in 
much suffering, he was promptly at his 
post in the guard room on the last morn- 
' iug, ami reached home to bid farewell to 
his daughter, and breathe his last. 

The sermon to which we listen is a 
lesson drawn from this good man’s life, 
aud when Superiuteudeut Tufts steps 
forward and s.iys a few words further 
describing his life and death, there is 110 
restlessness in the audience — every eye 
is fixed upon the speaker. 

After chapel tlie divisions file to the 
kitchen, receive their dinner and are 
locked into their cells uutil Monday 
mottling. They have enough to eat 
judging from the rarity with which a 
dish is returned empty, aud eating bread

We inspect the culinary 
arrangements ami the store room, aud go 
up iuto the tailor shop which is presided 
over by a son of the late Mr Gale. 
Here are made tlie clothes worn iu the 
institution ; some work is done for out- 
tide pat lies also. After looking into tlie 
shoe shop, aud following tlte process of 
chai. making through its various stages, 
we are granted a special favor, a peep 
iuto the stock yard and stables. Few 
horses are kept here, but stables tor 
about a hundred cattle appear to be iu 
use, aud more than double that number 
1 of small pigs iu another building make 
! au effective chorus; most of tlie bogs are 
kept in another locality.

Roth branches of the city government 
met Monday evening, with all the mem 
bers present. The hearing of the police 
signal matter brought out a large attend- 
ance of tlioso interested in the different 
systems, and the hearing was protracted 
for over four hours, tho council remain- 
ing in session until after 1.30 a. m. 

THE JOINT If KAIUNG. 

The joint convention for the hearing 
granted to the Oamowell Company was 
opened at 8 o’clock, the clerk reading 
the petition of the directors of the Game- 
well company. 

Mr. ,T. II. Goodrich appeared for the 
Gamewell Company and said that a hear- 
ing was desirable for several reasons; 
first, the report of tho committee had to 
do with the board of aldermen alone; 
the common council had no representa- 
tive on the police committee, and had 
had no opportunity to consider the mat- 
ter; second, there were peculiar circum- 
stances in the case, one of the competing 
companies having its factory in Newton, 
employing a largo force of skilled me- 
chanics. and having its treasurer, its gen- 
eral agent, its president and two of its 
directors.citizeus of Newton. The Game- 
well Company’s system was in use in 
some 300 cities, it was known to the 
world for the excellence of its mechnu- 
ism, and its work requires as little care 
or repairs as any electro mechanical 
work to be found. Its police telegraph 
is in use in 33 cities and towns, while 
that of the Wilson system is used only in 
two. The Gamewell Company naturally 
want to put their system in at their own 
home. The police committee report that 
they think the Wilson system is the best, 
but they give no reason lor thinking so; 
they say that what tho Gamewell Com- 
pany exhibit is not in use anywhere; hut 
what of that? The question is whether 
they can furnish what is wanted, and do 
what they propose to do. They offer a 
system for 81,100 less than the Wilson 
Company. 1 do not wish to criticize the 
committee, but this is not an occasion 
for private opinion, but for intelligent 
judgment on the part of every member. 
It is a fact that from the beginning, there 
lias been a disposition, on the part of of- 
ficials in City Hall, to prejudge the case, 
in favor of the Boston Company. The 
City Marshal last year recommended the 
Wilson system, and it was sought to 
pass an appropriation for tie Municipal 
system. The chief marshal undertook to 
make up the estimates for the Boston 
system, and the sum appropriated, §5,- 
1UU, was based on items furnished by the 
Boston company. He did not know why 
the company had raised the amount by 
$78B, and he read the items of last fall’s 
appropriation. If you adopt the Boston 
system, you must exceed tiie appropria- 
tion, as you must add to their bid §800 
for a horse and wagon. He did not be- 
lieve that the police committee of last 
year noticed that a particular system 
was called for, but it was discovered and 
corrected by another committee, and a 
police system called for, so that the 
Gamewell Co. could make a bid. The 
committee only say in a general way that 
tliev think the Boston system is the best, 
but don't give any special reasons. It 
had been spread abroad by the newspa- 
pers that the alderman of Ward Seven 
had stated that the Gamewell Co. had 
made life a burden to the committee. 
Now there were only three members of 
the company who had spoken to the com- 
mittee — Mr. Stover, Mr. Mondoll, and 
himself. Mr. Stover never had spoken 
to the Ward Seven alderman but once, 
on the depot platform at Nuwton and — 
Mayor Burr asked why go into such 
things unless to show that the committee 
acted from bad motives, which you dis- 


tlie cost some u ». Also why was No. 
10 iron wire required? It was not used 
anywhere in the country save in the two 
cities which bad the Municipal system. 

It was a small wire and only cost otic- 
lialf as much ns the wire used in the 
Gamewell Fire A 'arm Telegraph. Tho 
Gamewell company bad rather put in a 
better wire at their own expense, as it 
would prove more satisfactory. The 
Boston Company use reverse currents, 
which are very ’troublesome and expen- 
sive. The Boston company since its ex- 
istence lias competed for a police signal 
system in Alleghany City. Baltimore, 
Buffalo, Cincinnati, Minneapolis, Wash- 
ington, Toronto, and Philadelphia, but 
it did not got contracts in any of those 
places. Mr. Goodrich then read the 
testimony of the electrician of the city 
of Rochester, of Mr. Funders, superin- 
tendent of the lire alarm system of Bos- 
on, of Henry R. Miles of Washington, 
ill condemning reverse currents. Mr. 
Miles had examined carefully the Muni- 
cipal system in Boston, and reported to 
rlie Washington police commissioners 
against the system. The Gamewell com- 
pany had patents to produce all these 
results before the Municipal company 
was heard of, and results could not be 
patented. It was results that were want- 
ed in a polico signal system. The Game- 
well company arc responsible, they have 
a large surplus, and a large capital, and 
none of the 300 cities using their system 
have ever been sued; Newton would not 
be the first city to be sued. The idea 
prevailed that the Municipal company 
were producing now results, but on the 
eontrary, the results had all been ob- 
tained by the Gamewell company years 
igo. The Gamewell company has done 
all that the Municipal company claim to 
do and more. The other company give 
no guarantee after you accept their sys- 
tem. He hoped every member would ex- 
imine for himself and vote according to 
bis individual judgment. He then called 
on witnesses. 

Mr. J. W. Stover said he had examined 
the bids and his company could do all 
that was desired. Other cities had cho- 
sen the Gamewell system after a careful 
examination of both systems, and natural- 
ly the company desired to be patronized 
oy tlieir home city. The company was 
abu dautly able to- secure the city. Tho 
cost would beat least double of maintain- 
ing the No. 10 wire. Our proposals pro- 
vide a stable call, they don’t; we make 
good defects, they don’t; we give a 
guarantee, they don’t; our factory is 
Here and if any trouble arises it will 
be easy to have the men who nude the 
machinery repair it, so there will be no 
delay. 

In reply to Alderman Childs, Mr. Stover 
said his system was not identical in any 
two cities of those who used the system. 
Some wanted one thing, some another, 
and the Gamewell company was ready to 
furnish what was desinu. They were 
adding improvements all the while, and 
the last system they put in was always 
the best. Our systems were exhibited at 
the Philadelphia exposition, ami Sir 
William Thompson, the gieat English 
expert, said it was the tine-t electro me- 
chanism lie ever saw. It was an honor 
to Newton to have such work made here. 
The Municipaljcompany claimjto record 
more than one signal at the same time, 
as a great invention, but this has been 
done since 1880 in our tire alarm system. 
Some discussion over multiple registers 
followed between Mr. Stover and Mr. 
Wilson. In Pittsburg our bid was §30,000 
and the Municipal company's, §18,750, 
and the contract was award* d to us. 

Alderman Johnsou asked if the po- 
lice signal system was not giveu to 
Brookline. 

Mr. Stover said Brookline appropriated 
>0.000 for a lire alarm system, then in 
town meeting some one moved to have a 
police signal system included. The ap- 
propriation was hardly large enough for 
«>ne system, bip the selectmen wanted 
something and the Gamewell company 
furnished a li noted system. Since then, 
additions had been made, there have been

Mr. Goodrich said lie did not under- 
stand that the Mayor had made auy coin- 
plaiuts. The newspaper reports repre- 
sented that hardly a day had passed but 
the company was after the committee, 
whereas one of the company had 
only spoken twice; another had* only 
spoken six times iu six months, and he 
had only spoken . 

Alderman Kennedy denied what Mr. 
Goodrich had sai I. 

Mr. Goodrich apologized to any mem- 
ber of tbe committee who felt wrouged 
bv the statement, but to say tlmF the 
company had taken up the major portion 
of the time of the police committee was 
a euphemistic hyperbole. (Laughter.) 
On tuc contrary, the committee had 
never sent for the company, never went 
near them save at their urgent invitation, 
the company were not informed by the 
committee as to what was wanted but 
had to learn it from other sources. It 
was stated that the committee would 
have reported last February if the Game- 
well company bad not been a Newton 
concern, lie did not believe that the 
committee had made any examination of 
the Gamewell system last February. We 
only knew how to make a bid by an 
accident. The City Marshal gave the 
committee specific itions as to what was 
wanted, in writing, and we happened to 
get hold of a copy, lt was for the most 


for the price, but they had since changed 
to better box* s, at a higher price. 

Alderman Childs said the Brookline 
chief of police bad told him that uo box 
was taken out for poor mechanism, if 
that was what Air. Wilson wanted to 
know. 

Alderman Kennedy moved that the 
hearing lie limited to two hours, for each 
side, ns the discussion was wandering 
from the subject. 

Mr. Geo. W. Morse, who appeared for 
the Wilson municipal system, suggested 
that it would be better to postpone the 
hearing, as every one was tired, and the 
other company had had the fresh part of 
the evening. 

The council decided to finish the mat- 
ter, if it took all night. 

Air. Abuse said that his company had 
misunderstood the character of the hear- 
ing. They were invited to exlui-it their 
apparatus, and were ready to do it. 
They came as a pure matter of business. 
It was a question of applied science, to 
be considered by experts. It could hard- 
ly be investigated by a large body with 
fairness or ability, and had been referred 
to a committee. 'The committee should 
be treated as other legislative bodies 
treated committees empowered to repre- 
sent them. The report of the committee 
should stand unless it could be success- 
fully attacked. It was not a matter for 
opinions. Air. Goodrich did not pretend 
to be a scientific expert, aud New ton 
wanted the best. Tue matter of money 
was nothing if the system was fairly 
worth the amount asked, The opinion 


out boxes in Boston several times. Mr. 
Wilson remembered having taken out 
some and put in stronger boxes, but ho 
didn’t remember having heard that there 
had been a good deal of trouble in Som- 
erville. He was asked to state otic case 
where lu* claimed the Gamewell com- 
pany infringed his patents, but as Mr. 
Stover bad a big liumllo of copies of pa- 
tents belonging to bis company, Mr. 
Wilson declined to state any alleged in- 
fringement. He claimed that ho had 
m a (Ui a great improvement in polarized 
currents. 

Mr. Goodrich asked if he had furnished 
tho city marshal with estimates. Air. 
Wilson said he might have, lie did not 
know, and ho made a rather unfavorable 
impression by bis lack of definiteness in 
replying to questions from the other side. 
His testimony was not particularly im- 
portant, although it was given nt some 
length. 

Mr, Cook of Fall River was the next 
witness and said he was the owner of 
tlie patents of the Aluuicipal company. 
Mr. Goodrich askod hitn if lio had fur- 
nished the estimates on which tho appro- 
priation was made up, and why his bid 
was so much in excess of the estimates. 

Air. Cook confessed that some of the 
specific sums named were the exact price 
asked for his apparatus, but others lie 
knew nothing about. 

The hearing was then adjourned to the 
main hall where the systems were exam- 
ined. The Wilson system was very hand- 
somely gotten up, anil the central table 
bad a good deal of highly polished metal 
and wood, while the Gamewell was more 
modest. There did not seem to the ob- 
servers to be any superiority in the Wil- 
son system, and after all hail examined 
tho two systems. Air. Stover gave a brief 
explanation of his system, lie said that 
the Gamewell company bail no special 
apparatus gotten up for exhibition, and 
part of the apparatus exhibited before 
uad to be shipped away to fill orders. 
He called attention to the time stamp 
uid other excellencies of his system and 
the joint convention was then dissolved 
at 1*2. 15 a. m. 

In the board of aldermen, Alderman 
Childs moved that the order giving a 
contract to the Aluuicipal Co. lie taken 
from the table and be given a second 
reading, which was done. He theu said 
said that if he had had any doubts as to 
the way lie should vote, the hearing 
would have convinced him. There had 
i»ecii gross misrepresentation on the part 
of t lie Aluuicipal Co. They claimed that 
boxes liad been taken out of Brookline 
because they did not work properly. 
Eli is was not tbe case. The Chief Mar- 
shal of Brookline had told him that the 
Gamewell Co. had never taken out a box 
for improper workmanship. When the sys- 
tem receivi il any care it did its work per- 
fectly. Chief Parkhurst of Somerville 
had complained of the trouble the Wil- 
son system gave, and had said that he 
bad to have a man goi.ig round all the 
time with a wrench, a screw -driver, a rag 
and a can of oil, to keep the system go- 
ing. Air. Wilson had claimed that the 
Gamewell Co. could not register several 
alarms at once, when the Gamewell Co. 
had an IS multiple register iu the Boston 
li i e alarm system, which Air. Flanders re- 
ported as receiving often several alarms 
at the same time. Air. Flanders had 
stated that lie wouldn’t give No. 10 wire, 
house room. lie did not see any highly 
polished table in the Lagrange street sta- 
tion of tlie Wilson system in Boston. 
Botli systems seemed to him to accom- 
plish tiie same thing. He thought it was 
only just ami fair, and democratic to fa- 
vor a home company, if they could do as 
well. Air. Wilson talked about his suit 
against the Gamewell Co. for infringe- 
ment of patents. The Gamewell Co. 
were ready to go on with their suits, but 
lie had seen an order from court compel- 
ling the Wilson Co. to come into court 
ami defend its suits. Air. Wilson could 
not tell a single instance where tlie 
Gamewell Co. had infringed his patents. 
The police committee were undoubtedly 
honest in their judgments, but he 
thought they were mistaken. His judg- 
ment was as good as theirs, and he 
thought it was best for the city to adopt 
the Gamewell system. 

Alderman Kennedy said the ease stood 
alone since tlie organization of the city. 
The police committee hail been attacked 
but he never yet had flinched in duty. 
He thought no language was strong 
enough to denounce tho reprehuusibie 
attacks on tiie city marshal. The com- 
mittee did not take the city marshal’s 
opinion, hut had investigated for them- 
selves, ami had made tours to get the 
bottom evidence. No member of the com- 
mittee had any hostile feeling towan s 
the Gamewell company, but he repeated 
that the committee had given two thirds 
of its time to tlie Gamewell system. He 
had been quoted iu the papers wrong- 
ly, but tiie papers never leporte I him 
e'o r.ctly. Last year’s committee had rec- 
oin mended a municipal sysu-m ami had 
to make estimates, but they were roughly 
made. He bad many personal friends 
in tlie Gamewell Company’s shop, 
but lie had tried to do his duty. 
Chief Parkhurst of Somerville bad 
told liim that tiie Wilson system was 
working tip-top, only last Thursday. 
The committee made uo secret about tbe 
matter, no star chamber proceed. ngs, 
neither tlie clerk ot the committee nor 
tlie city marshal knew about their re- 
port, as they were not present when it 
was decided on, but last Mouduy evening 
Air. Stover bad offered to give Newton 
nystem. Was that fair or business-like? 

Alderman Childs said that no man 
would resent an attack on the City Mar- 
shal quicker than himself, but no attack 
had been made. His character had not 
been assaulted. The City Marshal had 
to get his estimate somewhere, and it i 
was evident enough where. As for last I

Wo h«po every one will read Mr. Leo- 
son’s article on tho Tariff promised in 
this week’s Graphic. A man who char- 
acterizes part of tho Act of 1SSJ as a 
“cart-bcforo-the-horso method of proce- 
dure,” who contends that scutched and 
hackled flax are raw mateiials, and who 
presents unanswerable arguments for 
their free admission, is a rara avis among 
Protectionists. Read, therefore, and 
next week listen to the Reformer’s re- 
ply. 

*** 

Reports from Fall River dated June 28 
state that the dividends to be paid out by 
the local mills for the July quarter will 
approximate half a million dollars, This 
good showing, and the prospect of even 
bigger earnings for tho balance of the 
year, has caused a steady advanco in the 
price of mill stocks. The owners of these 
cotton mills are getting from (J to JO 
percent in annual dividends, and most 
of the stock is quoted at from 25 to 100 
porcont premium. In March 0000 oper- 
atives struck for a slight increase in 
wages, but in April they went back to 
work at the old starvation rates. We 
notico that the report mentioned did not 
contain two important statements: 1, — 
that cottous are highly protected by our 
Tariff; 2.— that tho managers had agreed 
to increase wages all around, thus giving 
their operatives the advantages of tho 
Great American system. 

Perhaps it was thought that everybody 
knew that cottons were taxed. As to the 
second point— can it be that this sharing 
of profits is no part of tho Great Ameri- 
can System? 

*** 

In justice to one of these mills — 
Bourne— wo must call attention to the 
circular recently issued by Manager 
Chacc. The workmen in this mill arc 
hereafter to have a share in tho profits. 
Every operative is to receive not simply 
his wages but at stated periods a divi- 
dend— thus becoming practically a stock 
holder. It is with pleasure that we com- 
mend any manufacturer in a protected 
industry who shows by speech or action 
that the Tariff has not been able to un- 
man him. Enterprise, industry, and 
fairness, which ought to characterize 
every manufacturing corporation, have 
too often disappearsd entirely under the 
destructive influence of our barbaric 
Tariff legislation. Like tho monks of 
old we have shut ourselves up in a clois- 
ter, but perhaps in shutting out foreign 
wickedness in the form of wool, and iron 
and flax, wo have shut out foreign 
thought and life. By accustoming our 
sight to stop at the sea coast, we are be- 
co ming afflicted with myopia of a most 
terrible type. If the light that is in thee 
bo darkness, how great is that darkness!

tho labor of putting them together, and 
also the rout, of transportation from Amer- 
ica to Ruropn. Now, if lie had to pay tho 
duty nino, tomatoes would cost him more 
than they would tho American; hut when 
tiie United StatoH government gave the 
canncr hack again the duty ho had pnid 
on tho tinned plate uned in making the 
can to he exported, the calmer could de- 
duct and did deduct that amount from 
tho price of his goods. Wo know that 
lie did, for the foreigner, even after pay- 
ing the cost of transportation across tho 
Atlantic, gets his tomatoes cheaper than 
the Amorfcan workman who actually put 
them up. This is Protection to Ameri- 
can labor with a vengeance.” 

“But if tho American workman has 
more work to do and gets higher wages, 
ho can afford to pay more.” 

“A man does not get rich by taking 
money out of. one pocket and putting it 
into another,” said the Reformer, smil- 
ing. “But 1 deny that the workmen litis 
moro to do or geis higher wages. If our 
tin ware factories and canneries hail not 
had to pay that $(1,500,000 duty on tinned 
plate, could they or could they not have 
sold their products for less? And if 
canned vegetables, and meats, and fish, 
were cheaper would people buy more of 
thorn or not? And if people bought 
more wouldn’t the manufacturers have 
to mako more? If they made more goods 
it would take more hands. When man- 
ufacturers want more hands do wages go 
down or up? More than this, the far- 
mers who raise vegetables and fruits 
would find a market for some of the sur- 
plus that now rots in the field or is 
dumped into the ocean. More cheese 
and butter and condensed milk would 
come to consumers. More tinned plates 
must como from England and moro of 
our canned meats must go abroad to pay 
for them. A larger home market and a 
larger foreign market gained at tho same 
time. The operatives in Wales and the 
miners in Asia will he bettor off for the 
free tinned plates that make higher wag- 
es, more work, and cheaper living for 
tho working men in America. Instead 
of taking money from otto pocket and — ” 

“There, there, do stand still a minute,” 
said the T. R. W., laughing. “All very 
well, but what about the manufacturers 
of tinned plates in the U. 8. What is to 
becomo of them with their thousands of 
employees and their families. Your en- 
thusiasm has left them out entirely. 
The Malays in Banca I atn sorry for, and 
I wish well to the Celtic people in Wales 
but after all it’s scarely fair to send our 
sympathy so far away and let our own 
people starve. Come, now, what answer 
to this?” 


English Capital. 


We do not notice that tbe free trade paper-* 
give us any explanation of the ciirious-phenom- 
enim exhibited in the fact that hundreds of 
millions of dollars of English capital are (lowing 
into our country, to be invested under the blight- 
ing influence of a protective tariff.- [Bost< 
Journal. 

The Journal has asked for an explana- 
tion several times, but it might have 
found one in tho famous "fat frying” 
circular of last tall, in which a republi- 
can senator was quoted as an authority 
for the statement that “manufacturer 
every year make largo fortunes out of 
the tariff”. The tariff is an excellent 
thing for the manufacturer, as Mr. Car 
aegie will bear witness, but is not so 
excellent for the workman, as Mr. Came 
gie’s employes, now on a strike against 
another 15 per ceut reduction, will testi- 
fy- 

The Englishmen know a good thing 
when they see it, and therefore British 
gold is coming over here to invest in 
highly protected manufacturing enter- 
prises. They see Mr. Carnegie and the 
other monopolists making large fortunes 
every year, and they see no reason why 
they should not havo a share. Mean- 
while on every hand we hear reports of 
reductions of wages, so that the high 
profits can be maintained, and the work- 
ingman is growing poorer, and the pro- 
tected monopolist is growing richer. 
The workmen’s wages are cut down and 
every consumer is taxed so that these 
tariff fed capitalists may continue to 
grow rich. No wonder that British cap- 
italists are coming over here to invest 
their gold, and they all, like Carnegie, 
believe in a system that will allow them 
to make the maximum of profit and pay 
tho minimum of wages. I think the

A CONTEST OF IDEAS. 


MR. J. R. LKESON ON SOME FEATURES 
OF THE TARIFF.

The Tariff Reformer’s Wife used her 
needle and the threads in the stock- 
ing its a calculating machine for a min- 
ute, then looking up, said:— "Well, that 
duty of $(1,500,000 which wo paid last 
year is only ten couts apiece for us all. 
Wo can pay that easily enough.” 

“Yes, yes, we can pay it, but taxes are 
not levied simply because people can pay. 
And suppose it is a little; you, its a good 
bousekesper, know well enough that a 
little on tin ware, and a little on salt, and 
a little on sugar, and a little on every- 
thing makes a great deal together. But 
little or not, if it is unwise and unjust it 
ought to he removed, and its is absurdly 
unjust and very unwise.” Tho Tariff Re- 
former got up and began pacing up and 
down, and as the words came faster the 
steo quickened too. "In the first place, 
the law provides that if these tin cans or 
pans or pails are exported tho govern- 
ment shall pay hack part of the duty to 
the importer— nearly the whole of it. 
Now what’s tho result, of that? Simply 
this. Tho American workman who buys 
a can of tomatoes, pays tor the tomatoes, 
for the can. for tho labor of putting tho 
tomatoes into tho can, anil a duty un the 
t hinnl plate of which the cun in made. 
Thu foreign workman buys a similar can 
put up by the same firm and pays of 
course for tbe tomatoes, the cun, und 


iug that, the result indicates the nation’s 
ndheronce to the policy indorsed by the 
great majority of tbo presidents, from 
Washington to Harrison,— policy of Pro- 
tection. Though hopes may bo indulged 
in for tho future advocates of FreeTrade, 
it can barely bo denied that this is tho 
logical outcome involved in Hnriison's 
election. But as this contest began with 
thu beginning, at the vety outset of the 
nation’s career, and has continued, with 
varying results, In every Congress from 
1789 to the present day, so will it he 
while opinions differ upon economics. 
Men will douhtlcs continue to reiterate 
tho well-worn cry, “Tho taiilT is a tax,” 
quoting tho dictionaries and eucyclopre- 
dias to prove it, apparently unmindful of 
the broader thought that the letter kill- 
eth. We shall still hear that the taiilT 
enriches the favored few and oppresses 
the many by an unreasonable, an exorbi- 
tant, addition to tho cost of everything 
that is oaten, worn, or enjoyed. These 
old friends and trite acquaintances will 
still nod fatnilliarly at us, while wo are 
being calmly notified that we are extor- 
tioners and robbers, making tho poor 
poorer, tho rich richer, and arresting the 
industrial development of the nation: 
surely none can doubt the sincerity of 
these denunciations; and however we 
may bo disposed to doubt the prescience 
of these enthusiasts, such disinterested 
regard for the common weal merits rec- 
ognition. 

The old hobby-horse of foreign mar- 
kets. as the only cure for overproduction, 
still greets us, notwithstanding the exis- 
tence of overstocked warehouses in ev- 
ery commercial centre of free-trade Eng- 
land. Although exports of certain cot- 
ton goods from tho United Kingdom in 
1888 were 1,300.000.000 yards against 1,- 
200,000,000 yards in 1887: with the world’s 
demand constantly increasing, and with 
free access to all markets, British pro- 
ducers of such manufactures complain of 
unprofitable conditions and unabsorbed 
products of the mills. The causes of 
overproduction lie far deeper than is sup- 
posed by tlioso who appeal to fiscal regu- 
lations as a remedy for every mercantile 
malady. 

The tariff reformer naturally finds 
many weak spots in our tariff system; 
here the schedules are illogically con- 
structed, there the administrative ma- 
chinery is defective. What then? Shall 
we cut down the tree because it bears 
some weak branches or occasional poor 
fruit? Such heroic treatment is as na- 
tional as is the blind fetichism of those 
protectionists who would retain every 
item in the tariff because it is there: ex- 
empli gratia, those who propose to pro- 
tect the farmers who raise some 12,IHX),- 
000 bushels of flax-seed per annum mote 
or less, and who do not raise any flax- 
fibre suitable for the requirements of 
flax- spinners, by the retention of a duty 
on flax-fibre. As seed and oil are tbe 
products of Max culture in America, 
seed and oil may consistently be protect- 
ed by an import duty. At present we 
are protecting something that has no ex- 
istence as a domestic product. 

Thus is it that extremists on both sides 
overstate the case, cast reason aside, and 
supply fresh evidence of the truth of the 
olu adage that the prevalence of wisdom 
is in an inverse ratio to the hubbub cre- 
ated by partisans and fanatics of every 
school. Still, even though “knowledge 
comes and wisdom lingers,” progress is 
yet the universal law, and while changes 
may seem to impatient reformers slow of 
accomplishment, legislators are apt to 
catch the drift of opinion in the commun- 
ity. 

Signs multiply on everv side that our 
law-makers stand ready to meet the 
growing demand for a rationally con- 
structed measure of Tariff Reform. 
Commercial associations are being 
aroused to the necessity of attending to 
the preparation of such measures of tar- 
iff legislation as are called for by the al- 
tered conditions of the present time, and 
Congress will no doubt respond, at no 
distant day, to the requirement for such 
changes as will lead to an equitable re at J 
justinent of tbe schedules, as well as a 
clear and reasonable re-arrangement of 
the administrative features of customs 
law. 


lu a pamphlet just issued ♦by Mr. J. R. 
Leeson, containing letters, and articles 
written by him on the tariff question, ap- 
j pears the following introduction, which 
gives a very fair summary of the tariff 
question: 

In conformity with a request strongly 
expressed hi some quarters, these fugi 
tive contributions to tho memorable dis- 
cussions incident to the presidential 
campaign of ISS8 are here topic duced in 
a form convenient for reference. Tho 
contest of ideas, in which tlioso notes 
were a humble offering, will over remain 
notable in the political life and history of 
the country; tho struggle deserves to bo 
kept fresh among tho records of politics 
for its impersonal character, for the oa- 
ger quest after facts and data whereon 
opinions and conclusions could be based. 
While, as was to be expected, many ar-

arc furl’d, 

In the Parliament of man, tbo Federation of tbe 
world,” 

even such disputants did not disdain to 
cite the empiricism of experience, and 
facts and figures were called to their aid. 
Thus from both sides to the controversy 
came valuable statistics, and the sum of 
knowledge of economics, the results of 
historic research, and positive informa- 
tion of industrial forces were sensibly in- 
creased and probably more generally dif- 
fused than during any previous presiden 
tial election in our history. The farmer 
in Vermont and Oregon, the fisherman 
of Maine and New York, tbe day-laborer 
in great cities, all discussed the various 
problems presented in the eager Tariff 
Debate in ways wliieli showed not only 
intense interest in the subject-matter, hut 
also patient investigation ami thoughtful 
reflection. The schoolmaster was abroad 
and the scholars were apt as well us nu- 
merous Such an epoch can but be in 
t lie highest degree beneficial to the im- 
tiou: it hastens thu coiisu'iiinatiou id' the 
pout’s dream, when— 

“ Fisher* ami choppers and ploughiueu 
Shall constitute a state.”

THE POLICE SIGNAL HEARING. 


The result of the hearing granted to 
the police signal companies was the de- 
feat of the order giving a contract to the 
Municipal Signal Company of Boston. 
The hearing is reported at length on an- 
other page, and it will be seen that the 
Gamewell Company had much the best 
of it. Mr. Goodrich, their counsel, 
made out a remarkable strong case for 
his company, and showed weighty rea- 
sons why the contract should not be 
given to the Boston concern, and why it 
should be given to the one in Newton. 

The Wilson company on the other 
hand did not make out a very strong 
case. Their assertions were strong 
enough, but Mr. Wilson proved a very 
unfortunate witness, and his evasions of 
any satisfactory replies to many 
questions put to him created an unfavor- 
able impression. His course was in 
marked contrast to that of Mr. Stover, 
who nppeared perfectly frank, and ready 
to answer in full in regard to details of 
his system, his patents, his lawsuits, his 
contracts or anything else. It is always 
uufortunate when a witness before a leg- 
islative body creates the impression that 
he does not regard the body with confi- 
dence, as they are apt to reciprocate. 
Mr. Wilson may have an excelleu^folice 
system, but he is a very poor witness. 

As far as could be seen from the exhi- 
bition given, the Gamewell is, to say the 
least, the equal of the other sysffm, and 
therefore the common council gave its 
decisive vote against the order. 

Judge Kennedy complaiued that he had 
been misrepresented by the local papers, 
and did not seem to take his defeat as 
philosophically as the other members of 
the committee, but so far as the Graphic 
is concerned, he has bceu treated with 
perfect fairness, although we could not 
agree with his recommendations. Wo 
are sorry, however, that he is not more 
accurate in his statements. For iustauce, 
ho said that one of the papers accused 
the committee of star-chamber proceed- 
ings. If he had wished to state the case

Othor novels aro to follow semi-monthly, 
and include Hawthorne’s Scarlet Lettor, 
Hardy’s But Vet a Woman, Aldrich’s The 
Quocn of Sheba, Miss Phelps’s, Tho Story 
of Avis, Henderson’s Agatha Page, Hol- 
mes’s, Tho Guardian Angel, Charlotto 
Dunning's, A Step Aside, and Josiali 
Royce’s, The Fend of Oakfleld Creek. 
Most of these novels aro copyrighted, 
and the great majority of readers will be 
glad to get them in this form at the low 
price of 50 cents a volume. 

The Brookline Chrouiclo does not be- 
lieve in sending aid to the Braidwood,IU., 
miners, even if they are starving, and it 
says : 

“But these people are on a strike. 
They assert that for years there has boeu 
a steady reduction of wages by their em- 
ployers, until they are at last forced to 
resistance. This fact cuts them off from 
every claim upon American sympathy.” 

The reader is left in doubt whether 
the fact of their wages being reduced 
below the starvation point, cuts them off 
from sympathy, or whether it is because 
they are on a strike. But further on, the 
Chronicle says these miners were simply 
envious of people who were bettor paid, 
aud however low their wages were, they 
might have lived somehow, and anyway 
they are better off than they would be 
in any foreign country. This is certain- 
ly a very cold-blooded way of looking at 
tho terrible distress of these poor people, 
who quit work simply because their 
wages meant starvation, and they did 
not care to die a lingering death. Con- 
gressman Candler will havo to look after 
his organ, as the workingmen of this 
district will hardly approve such open 
disregard of every principle of humanity. 
The Chrouicle says strikes are not an 
American idea, but it is an American 
idea for a man to stand up for his rights, 
and there was once a pretty vigorous 
strike at Bunker Hill. 


Cii.vuncey M.Defew visited Washing, 
ton last week and commented to a re- 
porter on the unprecedented scramble 
for place: 

“There never was such a situation in 
the history of the whole world, - ’ he said. 
“It is a terrible commentary on the 
spoils system. There are 4000 appli- 
cants for 150 consulates, and I believe 
that this proportion will be maintained, 
if not increased, through all the depart- 
ments. The president, the members of 
the cabinet, the heads of bureaus and 
the representatives are overrun and the 
public business is almost at a standstill .” 

He also gives as a reason for this 
crowding at the public trough, that: 

“The whole country seems to think 
that Cleveland removed and replaced all 
the officeholders, and that vacancies can 
be made everywhere. The fact is, that 
he removed only about one-third of 
the place-holders.” 

If anything would show the necessity 
for a great revival of the civil service re- 
form senUment, it is this testimony of 
oue of the leading Republicans. 


The Milford Journal calls the Graph- 
ic: “super-critical,” but we are glad to see 
that the Journal is also inclined to take 
similar views of state and national affairs 
at times, as for instance when it says:

with precision, ho would have reported 
the paper as saying that the granting of 
a hearing to t lie Gamewell company re- 
lieved the committtee “of all charge of 
unfairness or of any star-chamber pro- 
ceedings,” just the opposite of what 
Judge Kennedy stated. The mistake was 
probably due to a hasty reading of our 
remarks, but when a man is a Judge as 
well as an Alderman, it is just as well to 
be accurate; it is more judicial. 

It seems to us that the Police Signal 
question can be fairly staled in a few 
words. Two companies have submitted 
proposals. The “Municipal,” $5880.80; 
the “Gamewell,” $4800.00. The latter 
covers everything in amount of work and 
apparatus offered by the former and ev- 
erything asked for* by the committee — its 
responsibility and reputation for making 
the best work in the country cannot be 
doubted, aud it asks no pay until the 
City Government are fully satisfied that 
the requirements have all been met. 

Why should It not, regardless even of 
the fact that it is a home interest, receive 
the contract as the lowest bidder? This 
is the way it strikes the average citizen 

The almshouse matter is referred 
back to the committee and it is said 
that a compromise will he made in favor 
of the Uoffc land, betwooti Valentine and 
Homer streets, where about 20 acres can 
be secured. Iticmaius tube seen what 
the adjoining property owners w ill say to 
this, aud several are reported as saying 
that the location is less suitable aud will 
do more damage than on Cherry street. 
The location is certainly in the neighbor- 
hood of high-priced land, although as 
the lot is large and well-wooded, the 
house might not be a conspicuous 
feature. If this location is objected to 
it might be a good plan to put the 
house oi^whoels, aud let each ward havo 
it a mouth in turn, the same way as 
teuchers are bourded round iu the 
country districts. Thu trouble evidently 
comes from the name; uo one objects to 
having a well-endowed old people’s 
home iu their neighborhood, or au 
orphans home, and if the name of alms- 
house was changed to the Newton Home, 
we in^ltt sue all tire diffoient sections of 
the city eager to welcome it iu their 
neighborhood.

“During the past number of years there 
has been an alarming growth in this 
country of the disposition on the part of 
“professional managers” to carry “close 
states” and “close districts.” without 
regard to the means employed. So vast 
are the proportions which this evil has 
assumed, and so threatening is its aspect 
that it is high time some remedy, iu the he- 
roic line of treatment, should be applied.” 

Now if this is not super-critical then 
we do not understand the meaning 
of the word. The Journal will lose its 
reputation for orthodoxy if it talks out 
like tliis. 

The Vacation School at Aubttrudale is 
given up, as the City Council failed to 
appropriate the money asked for by the 
School Board. Tho Council evidently 
thought that vacation schools were out- 
side of regular school work, which al- 
ready costs the city a large sum. and tiiat 
they should either he left to private en- 
terprise or private benevolence. The 
Social Science Club intend to go forward 
with their school at Nonautum, and have 
already received a number of subscrip- 
tions for the purpose. Other subscrip- 
tions would still be welcome, and a 
school in that section will do a gieat 
amount of good. 


The only important event in tho con- 
test for the governorship the past week 
is the appearance of Jesse Gove with his 
municipal dab, in favor of Mr. Brackett.

The school board made an admirable 
choice in eloctiug Councilman Frank J 
llale as tho successor of Mr. Frost. Mr. 
Hale has boon an intelligent, conscientious 
and valuable member of the Common 
Council, aud there is uo doubt but that 
lie w ill he an equally valuable member of 
the school board. 

Thebe is considerable curiosity felt iu 
the higher suctions of the city iu regard 
to the fate of that High Water Service 
order, which was refetred back to the 
Wutei Board some time ago. Ihe need 
of a high service is as great as ever, and 
many complaints of inadequate service 
on the hills are being made.

'--Rev. L. J. O’Toole, pastor of St. Ber- 
nard’s church, has sent the following letter 
to Chief Blxhy: "I learned from last week's 
local papers that some people in this 
neighborhood have found fault with the 
manner in which the members of the New- 
ton Fire Department discharged their du- 
ties at the late burning of St. Bernard’s 
church. Now, sir, permit me to say that 
I was present from the beginning of tlie 
fire until It was extinguished and I closely 
watelied the efforts of the firemen wlie did 
all in their power to save our church. I 
must say they all worked nobly, and dear 
sir, allow me to embrace tills opportunity 
of offering you and all other member* of 
tlie Newton Fire Department my sincere 
thanks for tho heroic manner In which you 
all performed your duties on that occasion/' 


—Mrs. E. N. L. Walton delivered the his- 
torical address at the semi-centennial cele- 
bration of the State Normal School at 
Iruminglmni, Tuesday, the first normal 
school in America. She was one of the as- 
sistants at that institution from 1843 to 1850. 
She described in an interesting manner tlie 
early agitation of the question of a normal 
school, and Horace Mann’s heroic work in 
the cause of education. The school was 
first started at Lexington. July 8, 1839. and 
in 1844 the Fuller Acadamy at West New- 
ton was bought for $1500. Mrs. Walton 
tells how this money was secured. Mr. 
Mann went into the office of ills friend, 
Hon. Joslah Quincy, Jr., and, in his inimit- 
able manner, said; "Quincy, if you know 
any man who wants the highest seat In the 
kingdom of heaven.it can he had for *1500.’’ 
An explanation followed, ami Mr. Quincy 
gave Mr. Mann the money, directing him 
to take the deed in his own name, and if 
tin* building was ever sold, to apply the 


proceeds to any purpose that he thought 
would best promote the interests of popu- 
lar education. It lins been said that M 


Mann sold his law library and gave the 
proceeds to fit up tlie building. This is a 
mistake. Long before this Mr. Mann had 
sold Ills library to fit up tlie normal hoard- 
ing house in Lexington, and, at this time, 
to meet hills that could not otherwise he 
paid, other sacrifices were made and the 
sum of $1300 contributed jointly by Mr. 
Mann and Mr. Peirce. It should here de 
stated that tlie citizens of We*t Newton 
contributed $(ioo also toward fitting up the 
building/’ Tlie hitter attacks made upon 
Mr. Mann were reviewed and commented 
upon. In 1852 the legislature made an ap- 
propriation of $0,000 and the school wns 
removed to Framingham. The Boston 
Ilernld of Tuesday evening gave Mrs. Wal- 
ton’s address in full. 


—The union graduating exercises of tlie 
grammar schools of Newtonville, West 
Newton, Auhurmlale and Lower Falls 
were held in the City Hall, Friday after- 
noon. The auditorium was completely filled 
by the parents and friends of the students, 
ami tlie platform was utilized for the grad- 
uating classes. This is tin* first year that 
union exercises have been held and the re- 
sult was generally satisfactory. Tlie sing- 
ing was especially commendable, the eilcot 
of many trained voices in the chorus work 
being notable for volume and purity of tone 
and correctness in rendition. Tlie reading, 
recitations and dialogues were greatly en- 
joyed and a very interesting address wns 
delivered by Coi. Thomas Wentworth Ilig- 
ginson. He spoke of the modern method 
of education. The new method of educa- 
tion, said tlie speaker, tenches you to think 
and renders the brain active. The begin- 
ning and end of all knowledge, however, is 
virtuous action. It is not so much what 
you know, hut what kind of men and 
women you will become. Young people 
must be taught that the only object of edu- 
cation is not to fit one for an occupation 
where his or her hands will never be soiled. 
There must be necessarily a little soiling of 
tlie fingers for the best practical education. 
I would have tlie boys who graduate today, 
photographed as they looked out in the 
hack yard sawing wood and tlie girls as 
they appeared when preparing that particu- 
lar kind of dropped egg which their fathers 
so much admire. In a word I believe in 
training the body and muscles for actual 
usefulness in the world. I believe in the 
theory of manual training, inasmuch as it 
teaches men and women to become useful 
members of society. If hoys took the op- 
portunity offered them today of acquiring a 
practical education, they would go forth in- 
to the world fit captains of tlie Industry of 
the land ; they would he the men to build 
up tlie States and new industries, accom- 
plishing results that they never could have 
attained had they held to the theory that 
their hands must never be soiled in the 
struggle for education. Tlie new idea of 
education teaches that all labor is honora- 
ble and profitable and the .best educated 
men are those who are fitted for any posi- 
tion in life. At the conclusion of the ad- 
dress, tlie scholars sang “America,” and 
the benediction wai then pronounced by 
Rev. Mr. Wells.

A Sceptic’s Visit to tin Itletil Kinder- 
gnrtt n. 

“What is a Kindergarten?” said the 
mother of a little girt. “What does a 
child learn there? I don’t seo of what 
use it is, to build houses with blooks, 
string heads, or gum littlo pieces of eol- 
orod paper on cards. Do the children 
learn to read, can they write, or do stuns? 
It is all nonsense. My child needs plen- 
ty of play, and she shall have it, and 
when she is tivo years old, she will go to 
the primary school.” 

The above remarks were made to me, 
in answer to my question, “Why do you 
not send yonr little girl to a kindergar- 
ten?” I knew the best way to answer 
the question, was to show the inner work- 
ings of a good kindergarten, therefore, 

I invited her to visit a charming one, 
not many miles from Boston. 

The morning chosen was beautiful 
and sunshiny, and a short walk brought 
us to a pretty little building. 

“What a dear little house; just n »tice 
that purple Wisteria, and that luxurious 
honeysuckle.’ ' 

After examining the exterior of the 
building we entered and glanced around 
the room. 

“How lovely, how lovely!” we both 
exclaimed, and truly we might say “how 
lovely,” for the room was Hooded with 
sunshine, the plants in the windows 
were covered will) blossoms, a canary 
was trilling a morning song, a little gray 
squirrel was rapiiily turning the wheel 
iu his cago, and several little gold fishes 
were swimming in a large tauk. On the 
black-boards were gayly colored pictures 
of birds, animals, and plants. On the 
walls of the room were pretty pictures. 
Every where there was life and beauty. 

The little ones now came marching iu 
with flowers iu their hands for the dear 
kindergarten. My friend received the 
t h ldren as she would her guests, not 
forgetting the little courtesies of recep- 
tion. She always parted with them in 
the same way, so that the proprieties be- 
came a part of the education of the kin- 
dergarten. No set rules about these 
small courtesies, but the living example 
of the kindergartener. 

“Our little ones will now sing their 
morning songs.” They enjoy singing 
and it lias a great influence over them. 

“Don’t you think it will hurt their 
voices?” asked the sceptic. 

“It might if they screamed or sung for 
a long time, but 1 have them sing softly. 
Children like rythm. Babies every where 
are sung to sleep by songs, whose words 
are meaningless, but the rythm has the 
desired effect of soothing the little one. 
“Rythm is everywhere in the universe, 
in the motion of the spheres, in the Hight 
of birds, in daucing, everywhere it is 
found, and many a little precept, which 
I wish my children to learn, 1 put to lit- 
tle rythmic airs. One of the aims of the 
kiutiergarteu is to lead through nature 
up to nature’s God. In their songs they 
sing about flowers, birds, sunshine, 
clouds, rain, iu fact of all the gifts of 
God.” 

The children now began to sing “Good 
moruiug, merry sunshine.” Then they 
sang good inoruing to the flowers, to the 
birds, and to the squirrel, concluding by 
wishing each other good morning 

After these songs Mrs. B held a little 
conversation with the children about 
what they had seen on their way to 
school. One little boy spoke about tlie 
big dog lie had seen protecting a smaller 
one and after he had finished his story, 
Mrs. B told them of a dog she knew, and 
from her story drew a lesson of the 
stronger protecting the weaker, and of 
the care and love due all God’s creatures. 

“I always hold a short conversation 
with my children, toriu this way they 
learn to put their thoughts into correct 
language. By telling what they see on 
their way to school or when walking on 
the street, they acquire the habit of ob- 
servation. They learn to use their eyes, 
for so many have eyes and yet see not, 
ears, and hear not, and it is a matter of 
cultivation iu the Kindergarten. We 
wish to lay the foundation of all good 
habits.” 

“You are converting me rapidly,” says 
the sceptic. 

“But you have only seen the begin- 
ning.” replied Mrs. B, “and it would not 
be an easy task t » toll you of all the good 
lessons of the kindergarten. We try to 
educate the child in his three-fold na- 
ture, his heart, his head, his hand. The 
children will now sing their finger 
games. They enjoy them very much, 
for it is play to them as well as every- 
thing done here.” 

“Then they do play all the time,” said 
the sceptic. 

“Playful work or workful play,” re- 
plied Mrs. It. It is through the child’s 
play we must educate him. ‘Play is free 
activity engendered by happiness and 
well being,’ Fioeb 1 says. “Taking in 
and living out is a fundamental necessity 
of child nature and indeed of humanity 
in general. 

The children now sang “In the branch- 
es of a tree.” Then they rucked the lit- 
tle birdies to sleep, and kept perfectly 
quiet for a few miuiites. 

Mrs. U then went to the piauo and 
struck a chord ; thechildreu immediate- 
ly stood, on striking another chord, 
they tin ued ami took up their little 
chairs, and when the third chord was 
struck, marched to the tables and placed 
their chairs in tliuir proper places. Mrs. 
B then played a pretty march, while her 
assistant led the chilureu. Some of the 
children carried flags, and some little 
wooden guns. The children kept per- 
fect time and seemed delighted playiug 
soldiers. After inarching they took 
their places at the little tables. 

“Excuse me, Mis. B,” said the sceptic, 
“But do the children like so much pre- 
cision? 1 noticed you struck chords up- 
on tlie piano for them to staud, to take 
their chair, and to place them by their 
tables.” 

"I am glad you spoke of that,'’ said 
Mrs. B, “for many think 1 am too pro 
else in such matters, but it is order, and 
order is Heaven’s first law. Whv wait 
until the child is older, learu precis- 
ion; now is the time, when his mind is 
wax to receive and marble to retain, it 
also trains the power of attention, for the 
children listen f>o the siguaj I give on 
the piano. I have seen iu some kiuder- 
garteus, children go to the tables as they 
wished and confusion was the result. 


Also in the marching, it we did not keep 
in ►lop and keep in line, there would ho 
no good result Horn the exercise. 1 am 
going to give tlie children a lesson on the 
third gift, or let them plav as you may 
call it, with eight little cubes: now we 
will seo w hat our little ones have learned 
iu their play. The children will build 
forms of symmetry this morning. When 
they first had the gift l allowed them to 
bund any thing they wished and houses, 
bridges, chaiis, tables, beds, were the 
result.” 

“But where docs the lesson part come 
in?” said the skeptic. 

“Fred, what have you on yonr table?” 
“a cube,” answered Fred. 

“Fannie, what can you tell about your 
cube?” “My cube,” rcolied Fannie, a 
wee child offour years, “has six faces.” 
“What else has your cube, Mary?” Cor- 
ners and edges.” “How man).’’ ques- 
tioned Mrs. H Mary promptly told us 

that her cube had eight corners and 
twelve edges.” 

“In producing forms of symmetry, l 
let the children enclose a space with tour 
cubes and then build out front these. 
They arrange the cubes symmetrically 
and then move them, according to the 
law of opposites; in this way many beau- 
tiful forms can be made; thus the child 
by its work is cultivating a 
taste for the beautiful, which is so de- 
sirable in this prosaic world, and it is 
for this reason Froebel lays so much 
stress on the development of the sense 
of beauty. If we feel elevated by looking 
at the beautiful in nature or art, how 
must this influence then be felt ott the 
plastic mind of the little child. 
Therefore in my little kindergarten 
1 employ every means in my 
power to direct the mind towards that 
which is true, good and beautiful, to- 
wards the ideal. The little child cannot 
be introduced to works of art which it as 
yet cannot comprehend, and delight in, 
as the adult does, but if you notico, the 
surroundings of thechildreu in this room 
show the fundamental requisites of 
beauty, in the plants, in the pictures on 
the wall. Some people undervalue every- 
thing which is not practical; but: 

“The beautiful, the beautiful 
Where do we ttnd it not—,

oak floor, and panelled dado four feet 
high, and beamed and coffered ceiling. 
The chimney and fire place, up to the oak 
over-mantel.

The extension of the hall to the rear 
contains the main staircase, four feet in 
width, easy of ascent and with broad 
landings. The tirst landing projects bal- 
cony tasliioii under the arch into the 
front hall ; and on one side of it is sta- 
tioned the old family clock; an heir 
loom. This staircase, which has a seat 
near the top, is fully lighted by a large 
window in delicate colored glass, design- 
ed to give the general ‘011001 of apple 
blossoms and foliage. The staircase 
hall also gives access through double 
doors to the dining room and sido hall, 
and the secondary entrance to the bil- 
liatd room; near the latter is a large 
closet for coats. 

From the front hall the wide entrance 
on the right is to the library, which ex- 
tends into the two story octagon bay, 
and has its corner mantel of oak with 
long mirror over, and with African Onyx 
facings and Sienna hearth to fire place; 
and built in book-cases, desk and safe. 
Opening through double doors to the 
rear is tlio ample billiard room with ta- 
ble of special design, the fixed wall case 
of oak and plate glass, contains an ex- 
trusive variety of rare and curious birds, 
tiio trophies of the owner’s skill with 
dog and gun. 

On the left the entrance hall connects 
again by double doors with the parlor, a 
room fifteen feet by seventeen, extended 
to the front by a largo bay window and 
towards the dining loom by a fireplace 
“cosey” with side window and oak set- 
tle: the whole alcove, six foot wide by 
fifteen long, being floored with ttnglazed 
tiles in a rich pattern. 

The dining room lias a floor ot oak, 
and the brick fireplace and chimney 
breast and over mantel on one side are 
balanced on the other by the built in 
sideboard, both extended to the ceiling 
snd the latter liberally provided with 
drawers and open and closed shelving 
and glass doors. Connecting with the 
dining room, with serving slide iu wall 
next to kitchen, is the large china closet 
fitted in oak with shelves enclosed by 
glass and panelled doors and with pan- 
try sink and drawers and cupboards for 
all uses. 

The side hall is entered from the car- 
riage porch and front it the stairs lead to 
cellar and second story eii. This hall is 
provided with set basin and an addition- 
al coat and boot closet; and in the sec- 
ond story leads to two servants rooms 
and trunk, preserve, and woolen stoiage 
elosets; and from it also opens the slate 
lined closet, for housemaid’s use, with 
porcelain slop hopper with nickel plated 
hot and cold water fixtures. Tlie stairs 
from this hall extend to the ample attics 
where there are four other large finished 
rooms and central hall, not intended for 
any special use. The rear of the ell in 
first story is occupied by the kitchen and

I 
could tell you of many cases of negleet 
among childreu of the wealthy. The 
mother seeking pleasure and excitement 
entrusts the care of her precious little 
one to the “tender mercies” of a nurse. 

Some of these hirelings are more moth- 
erly than the real mother; but alas, bow 
many are ignorant, cruel, and super- 
stitious. 

The kindergarten is for the children 
of all classes. 

We thanked Mrs. B for our pleas- 

ant glimpses of her child’s garden. 

The skeptic seemed quito thoughtful 
and when we parted, she said she in- 
tended to have a motto like Mrs. B’s 
hung in her nursery. 

“Come, let us live with our children.”

Tired of Living. 

Katie Riley, a young girl about twenty 
years of age, living on West street, No- 
uantum. died at uoon Sunday from the 
effects of a dose of paris green, which 
she swallowed shortly after seven o’clock 
Saturday evening. Tlie circumstauces 
of the case are sad, the young woman 
being in poor health and the inmate of a 
home where ignorance and immorality 1 
went hand in hand. Mrs. Riley, her 
mother, lives in a one-story shanty and 
bears a very unsavory reputation. Katie 
is said to have borne an excellent char- 
acter. Some time ago she left home on 
account of family troubles and went to 
board in the house of Thomas Smith of 
Chandler sheet. A short time since she 
atteuded a mission held in the Church of 
Our Lady and, it is said, was advised to 
return to her mother’s house. She re- 
turned to her old home, but was soon 
taken sick, and gave up her situation in 
tin* Nonantum worsted mills, where she 
hud been employori. She was subject to 
fainting spells, aud suffered with a form 
of heart disease. On Saturday evening 
tlie mother and her daughter had trouble 
and tlie girl, it is claimed, was ordered 
out of the house by her angry parent. 
Site went from the house to tlie store of 
J. B. Murphy on Watertown street. where 
site purchased one pound of paris green, 
object in buying so large a quantity be- 
ing to avoid suspicion of any improper 
use of tlie poison From tlie store she 
went to the bank of the Charles river, 
near California street, ami there swal- 
lowed half a cupful of the mixture. 
After taking tlie poison, she went to the 
house of Mrs. Devey on West street, 
where she was taken violently ill, and 
soon lost consciousness. She was car- 
ried to tier home, aud attended by lbs. 
Stearns and Kelley. About midnight she 
regained consciousness, and said that 
“she was tired of living ami wanted to 
die.” Despite all the eff >rts of the phy- 
sicians. the girl sank rapidly, and died, 
after great suffering, at noon Sunday. 

It seeius to be a case where poor health 
aud abusive treatment led tlie young 
woman to commit the rash act of taking 
her own life. Officer Burke investigated 
tlie case and was ordered from the house 
by Mrs. Riley when he went there Satur- 
day evening to look the matter up. It 
there is any law applicable in the case of 
persistent abuse, it ought to be made use 
of and proper punishmeut meted out to 
au unnatural mother.

MANUAL TRAINING. 

AN INTERESTING PAPER BY MR. If. C. 

II 4 ft DON. 

Mr. H. C. Harden of this city, master 
of the Shnrtleff .school. Boston, read an 
address Wednesday before the American 
Institute of Instruction at Bethlehem, 
on “Manual Training and Industrial 
Education.” in which, after pointing out 
the changed conditions of population 
arising from the growth of cities, the 
increase of wealth, immigration, etc., ho 
said: To minister to an effective educa- 
tion that shall stand for all possible po- 
sitions in life, and the changes so fre- 
quently seen, and to ti.ke the place of 
the education of the rural population 
and the early days of the country, the 
city, by public or private means, must 
minister to this needed side of youthful 
training. Homes with systematic and 
thoughtful mothers who can see a little 
ahead, do something for girls, and might 
also for boys even in the same kind of 
work. Tiie kindergarten must be classed 
as a most excellent beginning in carrying 
forward this idea. It is not indispensa- 
ble but useful. The closer consideration 
of the times of activity and rest, how 
play ministers to developing power, the 
little lessons in arrangement, color, form, 
the manual exercises that may lead by 
and by to skill in handling— all this, a 
kind of alphabet in the arts, is good. 

Tlie introduction of sewing into the 
grammar schools, with system in its be- 
ginning, and carried with system to the 
end, is an educative power of no me.*.n 
order. Habits of patient manual indus- 
try are thus started early— the right time 
for a start. Many a home could not have 
done it half so well ; many would have 
neglected it altogether. Tlie practice is 
nothing less than moral strength in the 
increased power it gives to minister to 
self and ihe added possibility of purpose 
to resist temptation to evil courses. Such 
a course of work, begun not without op- 
position, carried on now witli an effect- 
iveness not anticipated, in the manu- 
facture and repair of thousands of.arti 
cles for family use, is further added to- 
by the power of cutting simple articles, 
dress drafting and waist fitting. The re- 
sult here is all that was anticipated, and 
is a yet further lesson to provide for tlie 
most useful family service. If tlie ap- 
pointees to this service should in time 
to come be only women of power, char- 
acter and knowledge, great as the results 
now are the future will show a grand 
gain. If others are appointed the public 
are defrauded. 

Owing to causes before hinted at much 
of the-eooking in our great cities is of a 
bad quality. Nutrition, growth, beauty, 
increased power for school work, are not 
promoted thereby. The introduction of 
lessons in Boston by the influence of 
Mrs. Hem 'ii way and Mr. Robert Swan, 
now stiongly supported by the commit- 
tee on industrial education* have not only 
resulted thus far in the expected know- 
ledge. and so assisted households in this 
needed point, but also in the greater 
economy of purchase, the utilizing of 
material to a better result, to method in 
the management of the kitchen, and as- 
sisted toward makiug a staying place, a 
home. Considering the value of the 
knowledge, aud the consequence to many 
a family, the expense is exceedingly 
small, and the product utilized for it is 
eateo upon the spot. 

The manual training in a few high 
schools of tlie country is of the greatest 
promise. Iu them the disposition to work 
with the hands is fostered, and a pupil 
; often discovers the held in life to which 
his powers had best be devoted. But 
there are at present in the country vast 
numbers, for whose son* as yet opportu- 
nity, either by puUn- >•> private schools, 
is not presented. Koi olvancing the in- 
| dustrial training ot hundreds of young 
men whose tchoul training has been 
small, or who have i.ii t il thus far to uti-v 
lize opportunity, Mi. Richard T. Auch- 
rauty of New York has established a new 
kind of school, w lure, iu the evening, 
lessons in carpentry, plumbing, stone- 
cutting, plain aud fancy painting, black- 
smithing and tailoring are given by 
j competent teachers, and at very small 
expense. The history of this school in 
its successes, m the opposition to it by 
trades unions, in the triumph of t he 
founder ami the established possibility 
of m iking such the means of mechanical 
training to those who have passed :he 
usual school age, is one of the most 
promising indications presented to tiie 
advocates of wider chances to those who 
wish to learn to do something with their 
hands. If Marcus Aurelius were non- 
living in* would be one of the strongest 
advocates. He rejoiced that he was 
taught to work with his hands. 

The attaching of the industrial element 
1 to all the common schools of the South 
would be of immense cousequeuce to the 
people, and especially to the blacks. The 
7,000,000 of them, pue-third yet ragged 
and uudiscipiiutfd. would have immense 
beuetit thereby. They need the total of 
tins discipline; to teach them effectively 
lies within the power of tlie respective 
states, or very nearly so, and any plan 
of natioual support but delays the day 
when they will fully rely on themselves.

It is 
signed by Judge Robert M. Bishop. 
Messrs J. R. Leeson, Mellen Bray, Dan- 
iel B. Clallin, Arthur C. Walworth. Ed- 
ward II. Mason, and ex-Mayor Alden 
Speare. Tho special committee of the 
Improvement Association lias for some 
time been considering the matter of ob- 
taining land for a play ground, and re- 
cently appointed a committee to investi- 
gate the matter and devise measures for 
obtaining the same. The committee have 
succeeded in securing the refusal of the 
most part of a tract containing in all 
about 20 acres between Centre and Pleas- 
ant streets. Ward 0, well situated in the 
central part of the village and well adapt- 
ed to the purpose. The whole tract will 
cost about $24,000 and the committee has 
been engaged in procuring subscriptions 
in Newton Centre for the purchase of the 
land, and feel warranted in believing that 
one-half of the amount necessary can be 
obtained from citizens, provided the re- 
mainder is furnished by the city, thet 5 tle 
of the whole land to lie conveyed to the 
city. The committee urge early ac- 
tion on the part of the city in order that 
so favorable an opportunity for securing 
so desirable a parcel of land at a cost far 
below its actual worth may be taken ad- 
vantage of and secured to the city. 

NEWTON STREET RAILWAY. 

A petition was received from the New- 
ton Street Railway Company and referred 
to a special committee of the aldermen, 
(Messrs. Iiarback, Pettee and Chadwick) 
asking that in the construction of that 
portion of the company's track on Wash- 
ington street, from the tracks of the 
West End Street Railway to the termin- 
us of the old Waltham and West New- 
ton Street Railway on Elm street. West 
Newton, it he allowed to try the experi- 
ment of using i he “T” or straight rail. 
50 lbs. to the yard, without paving, fill- 
ing between the tracks and 18 inches 
outside of each rail with broken stone 
and macadam packed hard and done in a 
thorough workmanlike manner, to satis- 
fy the chairman of the highway commit- 
tee or such person as the board may ap- 
point. The company desires to try this 
torm of tracks «n Washington street as 
an experiment, to satisfy itself and the 
city as to the practicability of doing the 
work in this manner, in electric street 
cars the best result as to evenness of 
motion is obtained through the straight 
rail. It also allows the macadam to lie 
laid perfectly even aud flush with the 
top of the rail on each side, making the 
entire roadbed perfectly level. The com- 
mittee reported after duo consideration, 
in favor of granting the petition, uuder 
coudition that a space 18 inches each 
side of the rail aud 10 inches deep lie till- 
ed witli crushed stone, rolled hard, kept 
in good condition, and if it proved not 
safe or satisfactory the Richards rail 
should be substituted, and that satisfac- 
tory bonds be given. The order was 
passed.

ALDERMAN KENNEDY RESIGNS. 

Mayor Burr said lie had a task to per- 
form' which was very unpleasant, ami 
read the resignation of Alderman Kenne- 
dy. who stated that in view of his ap- 
pointment as justice of the local police 
court, he thought it best to resign his po- 
sition as alderman, the resignation to 
tako effect August I. 

Mayor Burr said that ho expressed hut 
the feelings of the board, when lie said 
that ho strongly regretted Alderman Ken- 
nedy’s resignation. During his three and 
a half years in tho city government he 
had earned the respect of nil; lie had 
shown that ho could ho depended on. to 
work for the best interests of the city, 
and they would all feel that something 
had gone out of the comfort of their daily 
life. They wished hint all success in his 
enlarged sphere of usefulness, and he 
knew that he expressed only the feelings 
of the whole board. 

Alderman Kennedy thanked tho mayor 
for his kind words, which coming from 
the chief executive of the city he should 
value very highly. In his three and a half 
years in the city government he had tried 
to do his duty faithfully, honestly and 
fearlessly, with what success he would 
leave to his fellow members to say. It 
would he superhuman to expect that lie 
would not have made some mistakes, but 
ho had this to say, tiiat lie had always 
acted from tho best of motives, ami with 
regard to the best interests of the city. 
His experience in the common council 
lmd been profitable and useful, and in the 
board of aldermen it had been still more 
so. He should never forget the pleasant 
associations lie had formed, and it was 
with great regret that he felt it necessary 
to take this course. He appreciated the 
kind words iust uttered, and also the 
many favors lie had received from his as- 
sociates in the board. 

The resignation was accepted and noti- 
fication of the same was sent to the com- 
mon council. 

A message from the lower branch was 
received, giving notice of the resigna- 
tion of Council tuan Frank J. Hale, of 
Ward Five, who has been chosen to fill a 
vacancy on the school hoard. 

COMMON COUNCIL.

PHYSICIANS IN CHINA. 


DO NOT BELIEVE IN THE EXIST- 
ENCE OF A STOMACH. 


For many years a young Chinaman has 
been in this country working hard to ac- 
quire a perfect knowledge of our lan- 
guage, that he might go through a medi- 
cal college, and after graduating return 
to his own country and practice his pro- 
fession according to English methods, 
lie will finish his duties at the hospital 
where he lias been practicing, next March, 
and as soou as possible will sail for 
China; and he will be the first man to 
apply the system of medicine there as 
used in this country. In a talk with 
him receutly, he said that the treatment 
of patients in China is in many cases 
very curious, though in some instances 
tlieir ways of relieving suffering weie 
simple and effective. Any man can prac- 
tice medicine there, he says, as no speeial 
education is necessary; anil if a sign is 
hung out, no one thinks of inquiring 
whether the doctor kuows anything or 
not. Should he he successful and cure 
diseases, he will soon be looked upon as 
a remarkable person; but if his patients 
do not thrive under his treatment, they 
simply discharge him and try another 
-man, and do not attach any blame to the 
first doctor. 

Continued sickness in a family is sup- 
posed to be due to evil influence, for they 
are, as a race, firm believers in supernat- 
ural influences. They do not believe in 
the existence of a stomach and neither 
do they believe that the brain is the or- 
gan of intelligence, hut the heart, and 
the seat of affections is the liver.

Newton’s Industries nnd The Tariff. 


To tho Secretary of the Newton Tariff Reform 

Clnb: 

Will you allow mo to offer a few BUg- 
gt'HtionR to tho writer who signed himself 
“Newton” in tho Graphic of June 21st? 
Ho says that any considerable reduction 
of tho tariff must inevitably cripple and 
shut up tho manufacturing establish- 
ments of Newton, and before many years 
1000 workmen witli their families would 
bo idle for want of work, etc., etc. Did 
it ever occur to “Newton” that tho tariff 
is a two edged sword and that it cuts 
. many industries more than it protects 
them? Do not the manufacturing con- 
cerns of Newton have to purchase sup- 
plies whoso prices are increased by du- 
ties? Coal for iustanee is an important 
item. The average duty on that imported 
last yenr was 24 per cent. Do they use 
iron *aud steel ? Tho average duty on 
that imported last year was 41 per ceut. 
Do they employ machinery? Tho duty 
last year was 45 per cent. Is some of 
their capital invested in buildings which 
must be extunded, renewed and repaired? 
The duty on common window glass aver- 
aged about 1(H) per cent, last year; on 
iron beams and girders, 100 per cent. 1 
might extend the list so as to occupy 
every column in the Graphic. 

The writer of this uoto is a manufac- 
turer himself, and knows that some, and 
behoves that a majority of the industries 
of the country are injured more than 
they are helped by the tariff tax. “New- 
ton” will learn if lie studies tho matter 
that “protection” is an institution for 
the purpose of allowing or rather com- 
pelling manufacturers to rob each other. 
Most of these forced robbers loso by this 
state of tilings more than they gain. It 
is only a few of the lucky robbers that 
really gain by it. Let “Newton” study 
this question thoroughly and he will, 1 
am confident, conclude that his talk about 
the mills being stopped and one thou- 
sand men thrown out of employment, by 
any probable reduction of the tariff is, 
to state it mildly, very improbable. 
There are pleuty of facts, if I had time 
and space to name them, tending to show 
that increased prosperity would attend 
nearly all our mills if the tariff was 
greatly reduced. 

Is “Newton” aware that the factories 
of Lowell and Lawrence were 
established on a firm basis and that all of 
our manufactures flourished during an 
era when tariff duties were about half 
their present rate? Will “Newton” ex- 
plain what has caused so many important 
New England industries to go backward 
since high duties have prevailed? What 
closed tho Norway Iron Works of Bos- 
ton last year? What closed the Hinckley 
Locomotive Works? 

Even suppose for tho sake of argument 
that his absurd predictions could come 
to pass and one thousand men be thrown 
out of employment by reducing Hie tar- 
iff. In that case the remaining twenty 
thousand people of Newton would make 
so great a saving on their purchases that 
they could well afford to pay the idle 
workmen better wages than they now re- 
ceive and allow them to do nothing. 

Suppose for the sake of argument that 
there is a mill in Newton making blan- 
kets. Suppose that with unrestricted 
opportunity to purchase supplies it can- 
not sell its blankets as cheaply as those 
equally good of foreign make cau be 
sold here for. Is it just and fair to com- 
pel the thousand who want to buy blan- 
kets to pay an extra price in order to 
keep this mill going? If it is, why 
shouldn’t all concerns that are likely to 
fail be supported at publio expense? 
“Newton” has a perfect right to make 
voluntary contributions to such concerns 
but he ought not to compel others to con- 
tribute. 

“Newton” objects to “deep disquisi- 
tions on political economy.” I think 
the propositions I have made are of a 
very elementary nature. Malden. 


An Author’s Woes. 

An incident which may be added to 
the fund of anecdotes that illustrate the 
present workings of the international 
piracy, which stands in the place that 
should be occupied by the international 
copyright, happened in the custom house 
here not long ago, writes Arlo Bates in 
tho Book-Buyer. An author who was 
travelling in England came across a 
pirated edition of one of his books, and 
bought a copy to bring home as a speci- 
men. Tho volume in some unaccountable 
way struck the notice of theivigihmt in- 
spector who examined his baggage when 
ho landed here, and that functionary 
proceeded to seize it. 

“Well.” the author said, wheu he was 
told that he could not bring it into the 
country where it was cop.\ righted. ‘I 
wrote the book; it has uuen largely sold 
in England without my getting any 
royalty; I paid full retail price for it in 
London, and 1 supposed that I should be 
allowed tho poor privilege of bringing 
home a copy for my own library; but if 
tho United States government is deter- 
mined to protect my copyright, there 
does not seem to be nny way in which I 
can help myself.” 

The official answered that lie had, of 
course, to obey orders, but ho laid tho 
book down on a trunk tray aud man- 
aged to forget it, so that the author has 
a copy of his book in the English edition.

A number of gentlemen prominently 
identified with tho passage of tho 
Massachusetts Ballot act of 1888, estab- 
lishing tho so-called Australian system of 
voting, have recently been taking stops 
to form an organization to sccnro its suc- 
cessful operation at tho election next fall, 
when it goes into effect. 

A preliminary meeting for this purpose 
wns hold at Young’s Hotel, on June 12th, 
of which Josiah Quincy of Quincy wns 
chairman, and E. M. White of Boston, 
secretary, some fifteen gentlemen being 
present. At this meeting a constitution 
wns adoptod, of whioli the first three ar- 
licles as follows: 

Article 1. The name of this organiza- 
tion shall be the Ballot Act League. 

Art. 2. The purpose of this organiza- 
tion shall be to secure tho effective ope- 
ration of the new ballot law of Massa- 
chusetts by circulating information con- 
cerning its provisions, pionmting the ap- 
pointment of efficient election officers, 
and securing tho observance of the law 
in its spirit and details. 

Art. 3. Any citizen of Massachusetts 
in sympathy with the objects of this 
league may become a member thereof by 
sending his name and address to the 
secretary and paying a fee of $1. • 

A committee on permanent organiza- 
tion was also appointed, with Henry 
Parkmnti of Boston as chairman. 

At a second meeting, on June Is* the 
formal organizatkn of the league was 
completed and the following officers were 
elected : 

President, Elihu B. Hayes of Lynn. 

Vice presidents, William E. Bussell of 
Cambridge, P. O’Neil Larkin of Boston, 
John D. Long of Hingham, Elmer H. Ca- 
pon of Somerville, P. A. Collins of Bos- 
ton, W. W. Crapo of Now Bedford, Frank 
K. Foster of Boston, T. W. Higginson of 
Cambridge, J. Q. A. Brackett of Arling- 
ton, J. O. Burdett of Hingham, John 
Boyle O’Reilly of Boston, Edward E. 
Hale of Boston. 

Treasurer, Richard H. Dana of Cam- 
bridge. 

Secretary, Josiah Quincy of Quincy. 

Assistant secretary, Albert C. Burrage 
of Boston. 

Executive committee : The president, 
secrotary and assistant secretary, ex-offi- 
ciis and Henry H. Sprague of Boston 
(chairman), Edwin M. Chamberlin of 
Boston. Morrill Wyman, Jr., of Cam- 
bridge, Edwin M. White of Boston, Na- 
than Matthews. Jr., of Boston, John II. 
Wigmore of Cambridge. Henry Parkman 
of Boston. 

The league is entirely non-partisan in 
its character, and it will be noticed that 
its list of officers contains the names of 
prominent members of all political par- 
ties. All persons interested in the ob- 
jects of the league are invited to become 
members. Names should be sent to Al- 
bert C. Burrage, assistant secretary, 8 
Congress stieet, Room 10. Boston. The 
admission fee of $1 may be sent either 
to the same address or to Richard M. Da- 
na, treasurer. 30 Court street, Boston. 
The league invites correspondence from 
city and town officials and others, and 
will endeavor to furnish all possi- 
ble information on matters covered 
by the law. All such correspondence 
should be addressed to the office of the 
assistant secretary, as above. 

As Massachusetts was the first State in 
the Union to enact the Australian sys- 
tem, and will be the first Stato of any 
importance to put it into effect, it is very 
desirable to secure its successful work- 
ing here. The provisions of the act are 
really simple and easily compiehended, 
but the difficulties of first effecting so 
radical a change in election methods are 
necessarily great. It is hoped that all 
who realize ihe importance of the objects 
which the act aims to effect will lend 
their hearty and immediate co-operation 
to the league. 


ARTHUR RICHMOND LETTERS. 


JULIAN HAWTHORNE AND GAIL HAMIL- 
TON THE WRITERS. 


The New Y r ork Commercial Advertiser 
says: “shortly after the recent death of 
Allen Thorndike Rice, an attempt was 
made to establish conclusively and per- 
manently the fact that he was not only 
1 responsible for their publication, but 
| that ho had written the Arthur Ricli- 
; mond letters which appeared in the 
j North Amoricau Review last year. A 
' well-known correspondent in Washing- 
ton sent out a syndicate letter, in which 
i he plainly indicated that there was no 
longer any question that Mr. Rice him- 
self had written tho letters. 

“To support the statement he pointed 
■ out how a certain paragraph of the Bay- 
' a rd letter contained an allusion to an 
incident which occurred at a dinner party 
j at which Mr. Bice had been as guest 
i with Mr. Bayaru. These statements were 
met with a prompt denial from one Sar- 
gent, who had been a valet in the em- 
ployment of the late Mr. Rice for many 
years. This man wrote to the Commer- 
cial Advertiser that he was absolutely 
sure that Mr. Rice had written uo ono of 
the Arthur Richmond letters, aud, now 
that Mr. Rice was dead, he thought the 
real author should come forward. Over 
a month lias elapsed aud the ‘real author’ 
has given no sign of resounding to this 
appeal, Consequently, the Commercial 
Advertiser feels constrained to lift the 
veil from the mystery. Wo have it on 
unimpeachable authority— in fact, from 
the mouth of a gentleman who was a 
close persoual friend of Mr. Rice, and 
had opportunities to see tho manuscripts 
—that this series of letters was written 
by Julian Hawthorne and by Gail Hamil- 
ton, the ueice of Mr. Bluino. otherwise 
known as Abagail Dodge, not in collabo- 
ration, but separate letters by each. Tho 
writer of this article saw Mr. 1). A. 
Muuro, tho editor of tho North Ameri- 
can Review, and asked him whether he 
cared to affirm or deny the statement. 
His reply was: ’Of course l have no state- 
ment to make on the subject.’ Obvious- 
ly, then, the policy of mystery which was 
instituted by Mr. Rico is to he continued. 
Tlie gentleman from whom tiiis infor- 
mation came saitlj * It has seemed to tlie 
friends of Mr. Rice that tlie attempt to 
tasten tlie responsibility upon him, now 
that lie is dead, was unfair, and it is for 
this reason only that 1 have consented to 
give you tlie real names of the authors. 
They have had ample time to acknowl- 
edge tlie responsibility. Evidently they 
do not intend to do so, so you can relieve 
them from tlie necessity.’ ” 

The Now York Herald pays a dubious 
compliment when it says “there isn’t a 
mao in this country whom the people 
would more gladly have in St. Petersburg 
than Colonel Elliot Shepard.” Wouldn’t 
China bo a hotter nlaco for tho pious 
editor?

THE LINCOLN HISTORY. 


CLOSING CHAPTERS IN “THE CENTURY.” 

THE GREAT SUCCESS OF THE SERIAL. 

Following upon the July chapters of 
tho “Life of Lincoln”— which, as already 
aniiounced.descrihu the President’s nom- 
ination anti Mr. Greoley’s self suggested > 
peace trip to Niagara— there will prnba- j 
bly bo only six more installments of this ! 
remarkable history in Tlie Century se- ; 
lies. It is said that these concluding 
chapters deal with the most important 
nnd absorbing personal and political top- 1 
ics x to which Messrs. Nicoluy and Hay j 
bring a vast fund of special information, j 
Lincoln's sagacity in dealing with men 
and measures (and occasionally his hu- 
mor) enmo out in strong relief in tlie

Herald angels sing.” 

It was the New York World’s report of t 
a political meeting that the word 
“shouts” was so ludicrously misprinted 
as to make tlie blunder famous. “The 
snouts of 10,000 Democrats rent the air, 
read tho report.— [Youth’s Companion. 


“Did you know that ants would make 
lemonade?” asked an observing grocer 
the other day. “They will, for I have 
seen them do it several times. The ! 
other day I left a slice of lemon on the | 
counter, and there happened to be some 
sugar not far off, and directly 1 noticed 
the ants carrying the sugar to the lemon 
juice.

medical board inform us that there are 
three principal disorders for which isola- 
tion is desired, namely; small-pox, dip- 
theria, and scarlet fever. They are em- 
phatic in their opinion that the building 
that is intended for small-pox patients 
should have no connection with any oth- 
er building, and should be as far removed 
from all others as possible. A small sep- 
arate building with four rooms, divided 
by a ball running through it, seems to be 
what is required for this disease. 

‘‘For diphtheria, unfortunately, much 
more extensive accommodations are nec- 
essary. In the epidemic of last fall, it is 
estimated that there were about twenty 
patients sick with this disorder at the 
same time in the city of Newton. Of 
these probably one-half would have been 
sent to tho hospital if they could have 
been received. To provide for ten pa- 
tients, a male and a female ward of not 
less than six beds each would be re- 
quired; or possibly of five each with two 
separate rooms for severe cases. 

“For scarlet fever patients still other 
and separate wards are required; but per- 
haps accommodations for half as many 
patients would be sufficient. 

"The two buildings containing these 
wards could be connected by corridors 
with a central building containing steam- 
heating apparatus in the basement, a 
kitchen, and two dining-rooms for nurses 
on the lower floor, and perhaps for 
sleeping-rooms above. 

"So much is necessary in order that 
there may be no direct communication 
between these wards and the general hos- 
pital. Probably after thorough disinfec- 
tion and cleaning, rooms in this building 
could be used for such cases of measles 
as must be sent from home; also for ery- 
sipelas and some other contagious dis- 
eases which we have been obliged to ex- 
clude from the Hospital proper. 

"Perhaps no one, who has not given 
special thought to the subject, would 
suppose that so extensive accommoda- 
tions would be required; but it is the 
opinion of the medical board, that less 
than this will uot suffice to moot the de- 
mand that any year may bring to our 
doors; and the committee are convinced 
that this is a reasonable estimate." 

A sub-committee was appointed to 
present the subject to the city govern- 
ment and endeavor to secure their co op- 
eration.

Ex-Governor Clafi.in, Hon. Aldeu 
Speare and other Newton business men 
have given strong testimony before the 
Senate committee against barring out 
the Canadian roads from competition, 
aud also that the inter-state commerce 
law had worked injuriously for New 
England.

It had ac- 
complished the desired result, and now 
the manufacturers looked upon the road 
as a vested jjglit and not to be interfered 
with to the advantage of the roads it had 
competed with. Mr. Jonathan A. Lane 
said, Boston merchants were able to re- 
tain their trade largely by being able to 
say to the Western buyer: "If you come 
to Boston and do your business your 
freight shall cost you no more than if 
you went to New York. ’ It was largely 
through the "Northern line" that Bos- 
ton had secured and was now holding its 
advantages, and it would be a tremend-

By this system a small power car, with 
seats for teu persons, and similar in ap- 
pearance to the grip car on the cable 
roads will, without noise, smoke or es 
cape of steam, draw several ordinary street 
cars, full of passengers, up heavy grades, 
around sharp curves and at high rate of 
speed. This power, in so small and quiet 
a form, is obtained from steam stored iu 
a reservoir, thickly coated with asbestos 
to prevent the escape of heat, and at 
tucked to the power car. Tte reservoir 
is supplied with steam and hot water at a 
high temperature from stationary boilers

A Contest of Ideas. 

Last Alonday on Franklin street the 
Tariff Reformer met a resident of New- 
ton nnd asked him to join the club. With 
*or>c hesitancy tlie person addressed, 
said: “Well, I don’t know. What are you 
fellows trying to do? Aren’t you after 
Free Trade?” “Y'es,” said the Taritf 
Reformer, "we are after Free Trade, just 
as James A. Garfield was after it when 
lie said, *1 believe in a protection that 
leads to free-trade,’ and just as you are 
after it when you admit that the theory 
of universal brotherhood is all right. 
You want Free Trade whenever it will 
bless the nation and so do we. Neither 
you nor 1 have any notion that Free 
Trade is a possibility now or can be for 
many years. Let us leave Free Trade to 
look out for itself, and consider what we 
want to-day. Is our present Tarilt right 
or wrong?” "Wrong, unquestionably, in 
many ways. There are many weak spots 
about it and much that is illogical, un- 
just, and unwise. Some of it is absurd. 
Wool, for example, ought to be free.” re- 
plied the resident of Newtou. "You cer- 
tainly belong among us,” said the Re- 
former; “you sympathize with us in what 
we are doing, and only wish to oppose us 
in doing what we have not dreamed of. 
Come, shall I put your name down?” “1 
don’t know how that would do. Fm a 
a member of the Home Market Club! ' 

This is a real conversation, and ouc in I 
which tlie contest seems to be not at all 
one of ideas but one of means. Tlie need 
of Tariff Reform is acknowledged aud 
we are left to choose tlie means of ob- 
taining it. After n second reading of Air. 
Leesou’s article of last week we conclude 
that he too is a real Tariff Reformer with 
his hope based firmly upon tlie Free 
List, in the great Contest of Ideas Mr. 
I.ecson sees clearly enough the right, but 
strangely enough lie lias joined hands 
with the very men who are moviug Heav- 
aud Earth to thwart his purpose. He 
recognizes tlie “blind fetichisui of those 
protectionists who would retain every 
item iu the Tariff because it is there, ’’but 
lie fails to see that this “tetichism” rules 
tlie party councils. He says that “signs 
multiply on every side that our law-mak- 
ers stand ready to meet the growing de- 
mand for a rationally constructed meas- 
ure of Tariff Reform.” Has he seen no 
signs of the spread of that “fetichisui” 
of which lie speaks? Does lie know that 
Texas cattlemen are clamoring lor a duty 
on hides? Has lie heard from the Ohio 
Republican Convention and its cry tor 
more tax on wool? Have the petitions 
of silkgrowers for protection not reached 
his ears? Does lie know uoue of tlie 30 
manufacturers whom Senator Allison 
vouches are ready to make tin plate as • 
soot) as tlie duty on it is doubled? Can 
it be that lie is hot aware that tlie Flax 
growers want a higher duty, and that tin* 
Republican organs all over the country 
uphold them? and that the New York 
Tribune and tlie American Economist 
are using every effort in that direction? 
Ciu lie lie ignorant of tlie fact that tlie 
Homo Alarkct Club issues pamphlets to 
prove that there are no such things as 
raw materials, and ”tho cry of ‘raw 
material’ is a miserable fraud?”

CALIFORNIA CORRESPONDENCE. 


To the Editor of the Graphic:: 

California’s noted erratic “Poet of the 
Sierras,” Joaquin Miller, left his moun- 
tain home, near Oakland, this last week 
for a trip of a few weeks through some 
of the Western States as correspondent 
of the New Y’ork Independent. It is re- 
ported that his expenses and per day 
were offered him by that paper to travel 
and write up the Yellowstone Park, Min- 
neapolis, St. Paul, Chicago, St. Louis, 
etc. 

Mr. Miller lias been busy on his high 
mountain farm for two years past, living 
in this romantic spot with liis mother. 
From bis lookout ledge of rocks it is 
said that there can be seen two cities, 
fourteen towns, lakes, the bay and the 
Pacific ocean. A steep narrow road leads 
up the zigzag way toward the top of the 
mountain, and the horse has to ‘‘climb — 
climb as if hunting for the North star,” 
as Joaquin puts it himself. 

If he wanted to see people, he says he 
would live in the city, but he thinks he 
could live without guests. Although he 
likes to meet his friends, he does not 
want people to come to his home as they 
might go to a circus. A person who re- 
cently visited the rnouutain home, said 
that he found a novel hitching post in 
the shape of a grub hoe wedged in be- 
tween two rocks, and from post to post 
across the front gate was stretched a 
barbed wire, so that a person must stoop 
in older to get into the yard.

Being provided witli his 
tiu-hoin music and firecracker ammuni- 
tion, ins military stores are complete, and 
these enthusiastic youngsters are almost 
as happy as at the sea shore, and in less 
danger of being made accidental marks 
for huntsmeu in the mountains. 

Tho brilliant Kate Field, who has been 
employed by the viticultural commission 
of California to spread the "gospel of the 
grape” at tho East, is thought by many, 
who well know the effects ot California 
wine, to have taken up with a mistaken 
mission. If she thinks that she is help- 
ing the temperance cause by substitut- 
ing light wines and beer for distilled 
spirits, it may be because she has not 
seen the effects of wine upon children and 
youth in wine growing districts of this 
State as old Californians have seen it. 
“Wine is a mocker,” is as true of Califor- 
nia wine as of European or other wines, 
and it is to be regretted that so git ted 
and“wise” a woman should bo “deceived 
thereby.” She has probably had no op- 
portunity to see children reeling from 
the effects of wine, nor of seeing school- 
children carrying their rich and pure 
wine to school to drink witli their lunch, 
and sometimes getting too far gone to 
get their lessons in the afternoon. 

Besides, there is great adulteration. It 
is stated on goud authority that the “vil- 
est decoctions” and most “poisonous 
componnds”are often served as pure Cal- 
ifornia wines. Professor Ililgard anal- 
yzed a bottle labeled “Zinfandel,” which 
was found to contain only two per cent 
of real wine. Mr. C. Wetmore, formerly 
chief viticultural officer, is said to have 
stated that “there is not one gallon ol 
pure wine or whiskey out of a hundred in 
Sacramento or any other city.” Kev. A. 
L. Stono, formerly of Boston, says. *‘I 
had entertained a sort of hope that the 
manufacture of pure wines would dimin- 
ish intemperance. I am now fully con- 
vinced that this hope was groundless 
and delusive.” He also says “that in the 
wine growing districts intemperance is 
on the increase, extending to the youth 
of both sexes.” 

But there is a iaw now requiring scien- 
tific temperance instruction in our public 
schools, which will doubtless liavo a ten- 
dency to save many children from a 
drunkard’s fate, and thousands of chil- 
dren in the Sabbath schools of the State 
are pledged to total abstinence. In a few 
short years the influence of these chil- 
dren will be felt on the temperance ques- 
tian, and it is believed that the time will 
come when California will stand high as 
a temperance State. Pacific Coast.

When they wanted s •mothing 
to look at, tiny had but to go to tho win- 
dow and gaze upon tlie upper slopes of 
Mount Lafayette and Mount Cannon, 
rising in beauty beyond the intervening 
forest. But every New England woman 
must have a hit of flower garden, no 
matter what her surroundings; and even 
here I was glad to notice, just in front of 
the door, a clump of cinnamon rose 
bushes, all uneared for, of course, hut 
flourishing ns in a kind of immortal 
youth (this old-fashioned rose must bo 
one of rime’s favorites), and just now 
bright with blossoms. For sentiment’s 
sake I plucked one, thinking of the hands 
that did the same years ago, and ere this, 
in nil likelihood, were under the sod;

A Cuban Kitchen, 

To American eyes a Cuban kitchen 
looks very strange and unusual. In it one 
does not see tho usual range and numer- 
ous shining tins. In place of our portly 
Bridget one finds generally a colored 
man, or an almond-eyed son of the celes- 
tial empire. The kitchen is tho yard, 
generally tiled on its sides and floor. You 
will notice running from one side of the 
kitchen to tho other, a fiat platform, and 
at intervals of two feet, a grate about five 
inches wide and 10 inches deep. These 
grates are built in the solid platform and 
have the draft underneath. There are 
usually eight or more of these grates. 
Each one is entirely independent of the 
other and hasitsown separate fire. Char- 
coal is the fuel used and tho gas and 
smell of cooking all go up a large chim- 
noy built over the platform, so that one 
seldom gets the benefit of tho odors. 

The cooking utensils are few and are 
generally of glazed earthenware. No 
bread or cake is ever mado iu any Cuban 
family; it all comes from the baker’s and 
is of excellent quality. The cooking is as 
different from American cookery as is the 
kitchen. Garlic and other odd spices are 
used, and many will merely from the 
garlic being used, condemn it at once. 1 
am positive that tho bigoted would be 
won over after partaking of one of Ma- 
morto’s fautless dinners. — [Good House- 
keeping.

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THE BUFFALO BUG. 


11ATCU EXPERIMENT STATION OF THE 
MASS. AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


The July bulletin issued by this sta- 
tion contains matters of interest, es- 
pecially so to housekeepers, its articles 
were prepared by its “Division of Ento- 
mology.'’ 

A great deal lias been said of late in 
reference to the BuiTalo Carpet Beetle. 
As it causes tiro ruin of carpets aud 
othor woolen articles, its ravagos are so 
well known by those whose houses it iu- 
fests aud those whom it has not yet at* 
tacked are iu such dread lest they shall be 
that this article will only have 
to bo read to be fully appreciated. 

With some people almost every bug 
which eats carpets is the Buffalo bug. 
but iu the article, the bug is illustrated 
by a set of pictures showing its overy 
state; uumerous observations are made 
of its habits, food, modes of destruction* 
and methods of prevention. 

Speaking of its habits wo read, “so far 
as my observations extend, the Bulfalo 
beetles and their larvae are much more 
abundant in rooms ou the second at.d 
third tloors than below." Iu regard to 
food “This insect is exceedingly destruc- 
tive to all kinds of woolen materials and 
also to collections of insects and plants. 

The opinion that it injures cotton or 
silk goods, lace curtains and etc., must 
be erroneous for 1 have repeatedly put 
the larvae or young of this beetle into a 
bottle with various substances for them 
to feed ou, and when furnished with 
cotton aud wool mixed goods, they in- 
variably ate tlie woolen bbres, leaving 
the cotton iutact, hut when 1 gave them 
only cotton or silk, they as invariably 
died.” Ill regard to their modes of de- 
struction, "The larvae of these beet Us 
appear to be attracted to the bright red 
tigures of a carpet more than to ; uy 
other color, and some people have found 
it very useful to spread pieces of carpet- 
ing in which red was tho prevailing col- 
or, ou the bure tloor of the closets aud 
theu take them up and shake these 
pieces every few days, and kill the larvao 
found under them. 

The larvae are very often found feed- 
ing upon the woolen liut that has ac- 
cumulated in the cracks of the lloor, and 
unless this is carefully cleared out or 
covered with paper, they may come and 
oat along the line of the crack, cutting 
the carpet as completely as could be 
done with scizzora.” 

In regard to getting rid of them, peo- 
ple are advised to keep watch of the 
windows iu March, of rooms that are 
kept warm, aud destroy the beetles ns 
they appear. There are advocated other 
methods which cannot be enumerated 
without going into detail which 1 cannot 
do here. This insect was named by 
Linnicus nearly one hundred and tlfty 
years ago aud is spoken of as feeding up 
on lloweis, and iu all probability lire so 
brought into the house, as well as on 
woolen materials. The other articles id 
this bulletin treat of other pests, such as 
Pitchy Carpet Beetle, Garden Beetles, 
Moths ami ants, particularly those whioli 
itiles 1 . houses uud etc. 


All those who are deal Hour of getting 
rid of theso pests, or are particular nev- 
er to have them, will do well to read the 
above Inillotin.

Three Hundred Tears Old. 

One of tho last links connecting the 
Newton of today with the far distant 
past is now in process of demolition. 
The loss of such obi land marks without 
some record in the way of historical 
facts and illustrations is a very serious 
one, and therefore we offer some par- 
ticulars which have been gathered. 

As tar hack as can be traced the 
house on the corner of Washington and 
Xonantum streets was called the 
Rogers house, but no one can tell 
who built it, although from the old 
fashioned way in which it was built, it is 
thought to have put up built some 300 
years ago. There is a tradition that the 
oaken timbers and small bricks were 
brought over from England. 

In 1837, Mr. George Hall bought the 
house of the Rogers family who had 
lived there for several generations, the 
last occupant of the name being John 
Rogers, a celebrated watch and clock 
maker of his day. He gave the clock to 
Newton Centre, which is now in use, and 
inscribed upon it “John Rogers made 
and gave it. His shop was an ell built 
out in the front of the south side of tiie 
house, with a large clock upon it, but 
the ell was torn down many years ago. 
His father was a brother of the grand- 
father of Mr. Chas. F. Rogers, and there 
are a number of the decendents of other 
brothers still living. In 1839 Mr. nenry 
Fuller and Mr. John B. H. Fuller bought 
the house of Mr. Hall, and it remained 
in possession of the latter's family until 
a few weeks ago. The Messrs. Fuller 
were builders, and the quaint manner of 
the building made them curious about 
the history of the house, but they could 
never discover the original owner. Gen. 
Cheney, who died about 1838, at the age 
of 90, and who had always lived in New- 
ton, said that as far back as he remem- 
bered it was called the Rogers house, 
but he did not think it was built by one 
of the family, and that in his boyhood it 
was one of the old houses of Newton. 
It is said to be as old as the Woodward 
house at Newton Highlands, which dates 
back some 300 years. The tearing down 
is nearly completed, and the curious 
wainscoting, the immense chimney, 
nearly as large as an ordinary house, the 
curious way in which the timbers are 
framed together, the thin inside doors, 
and the split boarding, all testify to its 
great age. 

The cellar stairs opened from the par- 
lor, which is not a modern invention, and 
there were all sorts of curious cupboards 
and nooks about the house. The awk- 
wardly ingenious wav in which the 
carpenter work was done is interesting 
enough. 

If the history of the house could be 
ferretted out it would prove to have 
been once one of the show places in New- 
ton, and its first owner one of Newton’s 
prominent men. Odin Fritz took a 
photograph of the house before the 
tearing dowp began, and they will be an 
interesting relic. 
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PROFESSOR HORSPQRD TO BUILD A TOWRE 
THERE. 


Boston letter to N. Y. Evening Port. 

Profesor E.N. Horseford of Cambridge 
will erect this season at bis own expense 
a tower to the memory of the Norseman 
who, he is perfectly satisfied, came to 
this locality in the year 1000. The site 
of this tower is to be at the old Fort Xo- 
rumbega, which structure Prof. Horsford 
locates at the place where Stony Brook 
runs into the Charles River in the city ol 
Waltham. It is a beautiful spot, and di- 
rectly opposite the locality in Auburn- 
dale (in Newton) known as Islington, 
where is the residence occupied by the 
family of the late Royal M. Pulsifer of 
the Boston Herald. For several years 
Prof. Hereford has been engaged upo* 
a investigation of the location of the 
place where the Norsemen stayed for * 
long time before they abandoned it on 
account of the hostility of the “Skrael- 
ings, ’ as the natives of the region are 
called in the old sagas. He is now en- 
gaged in the preparation of several 
works on this subject, which will be 
published in good time, and he has been 
at great expense to secure copies of the 
ancient maps of the region. A large 
number of these he has carefully en- 
graved in part for the purpose of his 
work, and they will be issued to illus- 
trate the theory which ho regards as 
proved concerning the occupation of Yin- 
land by the Norsemen. Copies of the 
maps of the earliest navigators have 
been obtained, and there are over a 
score on which the locality known as 
“Norumbaga” is shown, which bears an 
important part in his proof of Norse oc- 
cupation. Having established the iden- 
tity of the location in Waltham with the 
site of the ancient Fort Norurabega, and 
having connected that with the Norse- 
men, he proposes to perpetuate their 
memory and to fix the tradition in the 
minds of the people of the region by 
building a monument on the historic site. 
This monument is to be a stone tower, 
(designed by Brunner * Tryon of New 
Tork) of about fifty feet in height, made 
of stones finished in the rough, so that 
they present an appearance of rude 
strength quite in keeping with the char- 
acter of the early explorers whom they 
will commemorate.

Special Express to Saratoga. 

The Fiichhurg rai road puts on its 
Saratoga express Monday, and will 
run a full train— baggage, smoking, day 
and parlor cars— from Boston to Sarato- 
ga without change.

The record of fire losses for the month 
of Juue, which completes that of the 
first half of the year, shows that the de- 
struction reached a total of $7,755,000. 
This is a large sum, but it is, neverthe- 
less, more that $1,500,000 less than the 
total loss chargeable to the same month 
in 1888, and more than $2,000,000 less 
than the fire loss of Juue, 1887. The 
! total losses by tire tor the first six 
mouths of this year reach an aggregate 
of more than $04,000,000 which is, how- 
ever, uot as large as those of the first 
half of last year by about $3,000,000. 
This decrease iu destruction it is certain- 
ly gratifying to note iu view of the vast 
increase ot insurable property values. 


Boaid of Health. 

The regular meeting of the Board of 
Health was held Tuesday evening, Mr. 
Fuller presiding. The hearing granted 
to Mr. Whittemore regarding the sanitary 
condition of the Clafiin estate, of which 
he is a tenant, was called. Mr. Wbitte- 
did not put in an appearance, and Mr. 
Kenrick, the owner of the estate in ques- 
tion, was asked about the sanitary ar- 
rangements. He said the house had been 
built but ten years and that he supposed 
at that time, all the requirements of the 
Board of Health were carried out. Tho 
Akron pipe in question was put in at that 
♦ ime, and, as he understood, the later 
rules of the Board of Health required 
owners building new bouses only to put 
in iron pipe. He wished to know if he 
should be required to put in iron pipe by 
order of the board. Agent French had 
visited the premises and though there 
was little danger at present, the pipe was 
in such state that he did uot consider it 
safe. 

The petition of Dr. Bodge was next 
heard. A letter was read from Mr. Faru- 
ham, owner of the adjoining premises 
denying any nuisance on his premises. 
Dr. Bodge was present and said the uui- 
sance was very apparent and he consid- 
ered it very unsafe to the uealth of those 
who had to submit to it. 

The petition of Mr. C lark for another 
heariug regarding his heunery, com- 
plaiued of by Mr. Sanderson, was read. 
Agent French said Mr. Clarke's premises 
had been visited aud he had been noti- 
fied to remove the cause of complaint 
but had seut iu au appeal from that or- 
der aud asked for this hearing. Also a 
■ notice served by the mayor, allowing Ale. 
Clark one week iu which to remove the 
heunery, had been withheld by Mr. 
French on this account. 

Mr. Clark considered the order improp- 
er, and an infringement of the rights 
taxpayer of Newtou, aud be should 
take measures to repel the order. He 
asked that the heating might he post- 
poned one we*k until his attorney could 
attend. Mr. Clark and Mr. 8anderson 
having no objection, on motion of Dr. 
Frisbie the petition was adjourned three 
weeks until the uext regular meeting of 
the hoard. 

A petition was read from C. F. Casey 
of Springfield, requesting the sanction of 
the Board ot Health in the removal of 
the remains of his sister from the New- 
ton cemetery to a cemetery at Spring- 
field, which was grauted. 

A letter had been received by the mayor 
from Mrs. Ex-Governor Clafiin asking 
for a heariug in regard to the draiuiug 
of certain estates ou Murray stieet 
which was granted for the next regular 
meeting. 

A complaint from residents of the 
brook that passes under Lexington 
street was read and referred to Agent 
Freueh to investigate. 

The attention ot tho board was called 
to the stable of Mr. Joyce of Thornton 
street where Agent French found four 
pigs while his license entitled him to 
ouly two. Agent Freueh was authorized 
to notify him to conform to Ins license 
or be subject to the penalties accompany- 
ing. 

A complaint from residents near lintou 
street aud Liucolu court was heard. 
Agent Freueh had visited the premise* 
aud saw no cause for complaint.

THF. NKWTON CENTItK BARN — THK AL- 
DERMEN ADJOURN TILL SEPTEMBER. 

Tho Hoard of Aldermen mot Monday 
evening, with Mayor Uurr in the chair. 
Other members present were Aldermen 
Johnson, Holman, Chadwick, Childs and 
Harbach. 

The first business was the hearing on 
the proposed livery barn on Railroad av- 
enue, Newton Centre. Mr. Wheeler 
of Long, II omen way A Co. of Boston ap- 
peared as counsel for Messrs Sherman 
A Huestis, and Judge Bishop, Messrs. 
Dwight Chester, Wm. E. Webster, Mol- 
len Bray, and C. S. Davis appeared to re- 
monstrate against a license being grant- 
ed. 

Alderman Harbach road a remon- 
strance signed by Mr. Mellon Bray and 
89 other prominent citizens of Newton 
Centre against granting tho license, for 
the reason that a passenger station was 
to be built on the north side of the track 
in a short time, aud that the barn would 
be too near to tho site, and the land on 
which it was built would be needed for 
the station and the d/iveways lending to 
it; that it would create a dangerous flie- 
risk among so many wooden buildings, 
and that a stable in that location would 
be dangerous to the public health. 

Mr. Wheeler, council for the petition- 
ers, stated briefly what had already been 
done in tho matter, and the fact that the 
style of building and the tire-proof paint 
had been approved by Mr. Damriil. the 
State Inspector of buildings and by Chief 
Bixby. Wardwel! did not object; the site 
bad boon changed to mee t the objection 
of Mr. Nickerson, owners of White’s 
block, and he understood that none of 
tho adjacent property owner objected. 

Judge Bishop said that he appeared as 
a citizen and not as counsel, and that 
nine-tenths of the people of Newton Cen- 
tre would oppose the granting of a li- 
cense for a barn in that locality. It would 
have been easy to have obtained a great- 
er number of signers to the remonstrance 
but it had only been circulated one day, 
and those who had seen it, had signed. 
At his request the clerk read the list of 
signers. They remoustrated for three 
reasons: 1st, the dauger from fire; 2nd, 
the place had quick-sand foundation and 
would be very difficult to drain: aud 3d, 
the site was the one selected by the Bos- 
ton ifc Albany Railroad for the location of 
a new depot, aud land would be needed 
for driveways leading to it. The rail 
road was building new aud handsome 
depots, and tho old N. Y. & N. E. station 
now used was not only on the wrong side 
of the track but was not fit for use, and 
the railroad authorities had done nothing 
to it because they were soon to build a 
new one. The land needed for the 
new one belonged parti v to Mr. Cousens 
and the rest formerly belonged to Mr. ; 
Ward well but now belonged to Mr. Bray, 
who headed the list of remonstrants. 
Mr. Bray’s lot contained 30,000 feet aud 
he had bought it for 30 cents a foot, for 
the purpose of selling to the railroad au- 
thorities, that there might be no obstacle 
to the new station. He would sell at 
the same price he paid, and Mr. Couseus 
had also agreed to sell at the same price. 
Mr. Bray did not buy it to make money, 
but solely from a public spirited desire 
to help along the prospect of a new de- 
pot. The railroad authorities had said 
they would take the land at that price, 
provided means of filling and new drive- 
ways were provided, and the citizens of 
Newton Centre would atteud to that. 
The location of a stable tbero would 

t rove fatal to the whole thing. The sta- 
le would be ten feet from Bray’s land, 
and if the new depot project should fail, 
the laud would be very desirable for 
buildiug, aud the near piesence of <% liv- 
ery stable would prove a great injury. 
A new station would do more for New- 
ton Centre and for Newton than any 
project now on foot; more even than the 
playground, for which the reinoustrauts 
bad* subscribed considerable money. He 
bad nothing to say agaimt the petition- 
ers. They were young and enterprising 
men, but he thought other locations just 
as suitable for a stable could be found. 

Mr. Huestis said they were willing to 
move the stable to any other pait of the 
lot, which was 120 feet deep, if that 
would do away with the objection. 

Mr. Win. E. Webster said he heartily 
endorsed all that had been said by Judge 
Bishop, and lie recounted some ot the ex- 

S erieuce'of Newton Centre in regard to 
ep«>t matters, from the time when the 
eitizmn* subscribed money to build a sta- 
tiiwitt for the Hartford & Erie, when 
trains stopped at both depois, to the de- 
cision of tiie railroad commissioners, on 
technical grounds, in favor of the pres 
ent depot. The Bo u ton & Albany, after 
the circuit was opened, hau promised to 
fciuild a new station; but they had many 
oufoers to build and the work had not 
been, pushed.

Why should not tho machine company 
bo permitted to buy the materials which 
it uses in the manufacture of textile 
tnaohniery, on oven terms with the 
English machinist whose machinery is 
oven now imported and is displacing 
American machinery to a considerable 
extent? 

Why should not the makers of fire and 
police nppar.itus bo permitted to buy 
copper, spelter, lead and other metals 
which they use, free of tax? 

Why should the operatives in all these 
arts be taxed on their fish, potatoes, 
sugar and other necessary articles of 
food? 

What harm could come to the in- 
dustries of Nowton if food, fuel, and the 
crude or partly manufactured materials 
which are necessary in the processes of 
conducting Newtou industries were free 
from taxes and thereby reduced in 
price? 

What harmjwould come to Newton if 
the duties on silks, worsted stuffs and 
the like were then reducod to a point at 
which they would yield the necessary 
revenue to the Government without sub- 
jecting consumers to excessive prioes? 

When your correspondent takes hold

Tinned Plate. 

hi. 

‘‘What you say about workingmen,” 
said tho Reformer, “would be relevant if 
there were any workingmen in America 
making tinned plate. 

But not one pound of tinned plate has 
been made in the United States for years 
and of course not one cent ot wages 
paid to any workman. During the war 
a little was made aud in 1872 an attempt 
to establish the industry at Pittsburg 
was kept up a year or two but failed 
utterly.” 

“Why don’t wo make it?” said the 
Tariff Reformer’s wife, puzzled. “Dou’t 
we know how?” 

“O yes we know how, but the trouble 
is this. I will not make tiuned-plates 
unless I can sell them; I cannot sell 
them unless I can offer them at as low a 
price as my competitors. 1 find that 
tinned plates can be bought in New 
York, duty paid, for three ceuts a pound 
so I must make mine as cheap at that. 
But when I go to buy the materials from 
which to make the plate I find that the 
steel alone costs more than 3 ceuts a 
pound and there is still tin to add, yes, 
and labor and interest on plant. So I 
don’t make tinned plate.” 

“Wasn’t there something about tinned 

S late in the Semite Bill?” asked tho T. 
- W. 

“Yes, rather a queer something. The 
steel men of Pennsylvania promised Mr. 
Allison that if he would give them a 
chance they would make tinned plates 
for us. He might give them a chance 
by cutting down the tariff on steel and 
so lowering its price; or better, he 
might pay them enough bonus to enable 
them to sell at English prices; or best of 
all’ he might shut English tinned plate 
out of the market and compel the On, 000, 
000 of American freemen to buy Pen- 
nsylvania tinned plate or go without. 
This last would be such a good slap at 
England, too; wo dou’t want her Roods; 
we would much rather spend $38,000,000 
for our tinned plate than give her $10, 
000,000 for it. Let one dollar represent 
one day’s labor and, we virtually auroe 
by tho Senate Bill— to work 88.000,000 
days for something we might get uy 
working 10, 000, (XX) days. The labor of 
10,000,000 men for one day absolutely 
thrown away — and meantime 30 or 40 
Pennsylvania steel men have transferred 
some odd ten millions from the pockets 
of the people into their own pockets. 
Mr. Allison didn’t think this process 
could go on very long; for a time per- 
haps? 

We don’t think it can go on long either. 
The Senate dare not attempt to impose 
Buch an outrnge upon a free people!” 


Newton aud The Tariff. 

To tho Secy, of tho Nowton Taritf Reform Club. 

Iu your Tariff Reform column in the 
Newton Graphic, n correspondent who 
signs himself Newton asks Home ques- 
tions in regard to tho effect of Tariff 
Reform upon the industries of the city 
of Newton.

Hu UHks if the Tariff Rufovmurs of New- 
ton are ready to see their homes thus 
crippled for the suke of uny theory, how- 
ever logical it may appear on paper.

AMERICAN GIRLS. 


WHAT JANE IIADINO SAYS ABOUT THEM. 


In her book giving her impressions of 
America, Jane Harding says: 

What struck me most was the degree 
of liberty the young girls enjoy in tho 
United States, In France no young lady 
goes to the play without her parents oV 
relatives; but in New York, Boston, Phil- 
adelphia and elsewhere I have frequently 
seen perfectly proper and well-born 
young women enjoying the performance 
with a stylish young man for a chape- 
ron. Most of these couples will even 
have a little supper or a plate of oysters 
when they leave the theatre. 

I do not moan to imply that they act 
any worse on that account. But the fact 
strikes us foreigners as peculiar. How 
youth should be ho well supplied with 
the reason of elder years as, in gtJTJferal, 
to keep clear of wrong doing, is already a 
marvel. Then what about suspicion? In 
France no Frenchman, however innocent 
a girl might be, would think of marry- 
ing a young lady who had gone to the 
play and supped with a young man, even 
in the daytime, let alone at night. Why? 
because the girl, however pure, as I say, 
would have lost her ficur do peeb, that 
bloom of virtue which is her natural 
dower of attractiveness— the danger of 
Cajsar’s wffe. Though innocent, she 
would not be “above suspicion.” And 
in a country like France, whero husbands 
are not as readily found as they are else- 
where, this consideration is serious. 

Most of the young American girls it 
has boon my lot to meet possessed beau- 
ty like the English and piquancy like the 
French, with something added in the 
shape of health and spirits, producing a 
toue of mind and a frame of body we 
kuow little about iu France. They dress 
prettily, with just a touch of eccentricity, 
which, however, becomes them exceed- 
ingly well. They are genuine from head 
to foot, aud perfect little Parisienues in 
their way. The deference paid to them 
by the male sex is warranted by the full- 
ness of qualities which they possess 
They are, in fact, an epitome of “every 
creature’s best.” Besides the beauty 
and piquancy I have alluded to, they 
have a vivacity of mtollect, an aptuess of 
speech and address, and a noblo upright- 
ness of purpose, which includo every 
charm, and here again they combine the 
Gallic and Saxon blood. Nowhere in the 
world are women so tenderly and so care- 
fully considered as in the Uuited States, 
and that is no doubt why tho United 
States is the only country in the world— 
not excluding my own — where tho young 
girl is the chief personage, the character- 
istic type. 

Whether brunette in New York, blonde 
in Boston, or sparkling and languid cre- 
ole in New Orloans, they rule suoremo. 
Nor are they so fast as some have said; 
at least they are certainly less so at 
home, to my mind, than when they make 
their first nppoarauce in Paris; perhaps 
they have toned down a little, or I may 
have got used to their free, impulsive and 
independent ways. Be that us it may, I 
can well understand that tho female ele- 
ment. whether girl or woman, should, in 
whatever part of the couutry 1 have vis- 
ited, be so sterling a source of honest 
pride to tho whole nation. Politeness is 
as natural with an American as it is with 
a Frenchman. They are not only civil, 
but kind; they do nil they can for you. 
and a lady is troated with a degree of at- 
tention which even surpasses what we 
are accustomed to expect from a well- 
bred Freucbmau.

The cool altitudes of the mountains 
invite now a large class of summer tour- 
ists. That Boston Institution, the Ap- 
palachian Mountain club, includes the 
most enthusiastic representatives of the 
mountain lovers of the East. There is a 
commingling of scionco and recreation 
in its excursions, and work which is fas- 
cinating to alert-minded and vigorous 
people. The club’s semi-occasional pub- 
lication, “Appalachia,” reflects its pur- 
pose ami enthusiasm in a very interesting 
fashion. The number recently issued 
makes a handsome magazine which 
should find a place with the current nov- 
el in every mountain tourist’s satchel. 
While the White mountains were at first 
the favorite field of the club's explora- 
tions, as its name implies, the mountain 
ranges of the whole Atlantic sea-board 
are included in its scope, and even the 
loftier peaks of the Rockies intrude 
themselves as a sort of background to 
the less bulky Appalachians. Thus in 
the current number of tho Appalachia, 
the leading paper by Prof. Charles E. 
Fay of Tufts college is devoted to the 
Sierra Blanca of Colorado. A couple of 
photogravures of mountain scenery lend 
additional interest to the descriptive 
text. Still another article relating to tho 
Rockies is that of Mrs. G. W. Thacber 
on “The Alpine Flowers of Colorado;” 
Warren Upharn has two papers, one en- 
titled, “Glaciation of Mountains in New 
England and New York,” and the other, 
“Ascent* of Camel’s Hump and Lincoln 
Mountain, Vermont;” ltoswell B. Law- 
rence writes pleasingly of a “Dedicatory 
Visit to the Madison Spring Iiut.” There 
are notices of half a dozen books relat- 
ing to mountains, while reports of the 
club’s doings occupy several pages. Rob- 
ert C. Pitman, president of the club, in 
his address at the last meeting said that 
about 1200 persons bad been connected 
with the organization during some por- 
tion of its history. Of the original 39 
members, 23 still remain. 

“I consider it desirable,” continued 
President Pitman, “that during the year 
the number of members should reach 
1000. It is not unreasonable that we 
should gain some considerable accessions 
from lovers of mountains throughout 
New England, for our excursions cover a 
large part of it and some of the best 

{ irivileges, as well as the honors of mem- 
rersliip, are available to those who reside 
at a distance, , . . May I suggest two 
classes of persous who should oe secur- 
ed in large numbers for our member- 
ship? Oue is our young people, as soon 
as they have reached an age to appreci- 
ate the work and pleasures of the club. 
Does not our organization offer to pa- 
rents a rare opportunity to secure for 
their children a healthy companionship, 
an invigorating exercise, a stimulating 
incitement to the acquaintance with aud 
the love of nature which will prove a 
perennial source of refreshment aud 
strength? And then, what better gift 
cau our religious societies confer upon 
their pastors than a life membership 
among the Appalachians? The very 
name “pastors” has a rural sound and 
suggests green pastures aud still waters. 
But alas! we have pastors who spend 
their lives in their studies. If you could 
turu them out of doors, if only for a 
Saturday afternoon outing, the Sunday 
sermon would be the saner and the sweet- 
er, and all through the week the man 
would be the cheerier and the braver/* 
OUTFIT FOB CAMPING. 

These suggestions for camping parties 
are by the sporting editor of the New 
York Herald: For a two weeks’ outing 
tor four or five persons, the tent should 
be of the wall pattern, covering at least 
an area of seven feet by niue feet and 
having a Hy or double roof. It may he 
erected with regulation tent poles, or if 
they are considered to bo too cumber- 
some to carry, a rope tied from tree to 
tree will serve the purpose of a ridge 
pole. Such a tent as this can be pur- 
chased new for $10 to $12 with a full set 
of cords aud pins. Select for a site a 
piece of ground with a slight inclination 
toward the lake and let your first duty be 
to dig a trench three sides of the tent 
and make it ample to carry off all the 
rain which falls upon the canvas. If you 
are really going iu for a roughing spell 
you will have uo cumbersome cots, out 
will sleep on the tent bottom. To do 
this with any degree of comfort first 
cover the ground with rubber blankets 
and then lay straw thickly upon them. 
Each man in the party-should be provid- 
ed with a double woolen blanket and a 
rubber one. This will insure warmth on 
the coolest night. Frobahly the most 
important thing in the culinary outfit is 
the frying pan. It should be a long- 
handled one of ample dimensions and 
preferably of the new enameled ware, ; s 
this ware is easily kept oleau. The cof- 
fee pot, another important accessory in 
all camps, should hold at least two quarts 
ot water, and it should have a bale and 
riveted lip and handle. Next come the 
camp kettles, of which there should bo 
at least three of different sizes, the larg- 
est to hold three or four gallons. Tlun 
there should be two or three small milk 
pans, two big spoons, a long-handled 
fork, a small disupau, a dipper, plates 
for each camper aud three or four extra, 
two can openers, a corkscrew or two. a 
wire boiler and pint cups, tea-spoons, 
knives and forks, and two or three table- 
spoons. It is not necessary to take a 
camp stove, hut it is haudy * to have an 
iron gratiug made of band iron to close 
up like a ferry gate. A fire-place can bo 
built up of stones nnd this grating laid 
over it to support the kettles aud fiyiug 
pan.

THE HIGH SERVICE PROBLEM. 

Although little has been said about 
it of late, a good deal of work has been 
done towards tbe solution of the Hifjh 
Service problem. It has been decided, 
in deference to the vigorous remon- 
strance of the Newton Theological In- 
stitution, not to put a stand pipe on In- 
stitution Hill. The Institution selected 
that locality because it was retired and 
quiet. A large village has growu up 
around it, and it would be manifestly un- 
just for the city to do anything calculat- 
ed to injure the Institution, merely be- 
cause it has the power. 

For this and other reasons, it has been 
decided to locate the staud pipe on 
Wabau Hill, and Mayor Burr has had the 
locality surveyed by the City Engineer 
and plans drawn, showing the grade of 
the hill, and the different elevations. 
These plans show that the highest part 
of the hill is a level plain of some six 
acres in extent, and here the water tower 
will no doubt be placed. 

Unfortunately the offer made to the 
city by Mr. Mededith has fallen through, 
as he could not secure the final co-opera- 
tion of all the other landowners. Mr. 
Sargent owns the land on the summit, 
and he will sell the land to the city for 
ten cents a foot. Mr. Meredith, who has 
purchased a large lot on the hill, has 
shown much commendable public spirit 
in the matter. He and Mayor Burr have 
held a number of consultations and from 
the plans drawn, it is seen that by pos- 
sessing some less than four acres, the 
city would command the extensive view 
from the hill, so that no building could 
obstruct it. One plan considered was 
that the city should purchase two acres 
for the park and water tower, at ten 
cents a foot, and it was thought Mr. Sar- 
gent would be willing to give the other 
land required for the street, less than 
two acres, around the park, on account 
of the great increase in value this would 
give to his land fronting on the street. 
The land would then cost the city $9,000, 
and the street about $5,000. This he re- 
fused to do, and be asks $10,000 for the 
whole, and is unwilling to contribute 
anything towards building the street. 

Perhaps the best way in such a case 
would be to have the land condemned, 
and leave the question of value to a jury. 
It is doubtful, if this course was follow- 
ed, whether the city would have to pay 
ten cents a foot, and even if it did, Mr. 
Sargent could be made to pay rather 
heavy betterments, from the great ad- 
vantage he would receive from the park 
and the laying out of the street. It 
would be too generous for the city to 
make him a present of the street, and 
buy his land at the same time. At pres- 
ent the land is uuimproved and of little 
value, but by the proposed street to meet 
the road coming from Bostou, all the 
lautd flouting on the street would imme- 
diately rise in value, and Mr. Sargent 
could well afford to make the city a pres- 
ent of the land, on condition that the 
pruposed improvement be made without 
expense to him. 

It is for these reasons that no progress 
ha& bean made iu regard to high water 
seinice, iu spite of the labors of Mayor 
Vurr and of the Water Board, but it any 
unison able terms could be made with Mr. 
Sargent, work would be begun at once, 
and high service would soou be an as- 
sured fact. 


THE DRAINAGE COMMISSION. 

The Governor’s Executive Council has 
done wisely iu rejecting the three nomi- 
nations for the drainage commission. It 
was not a satisfactory body and should 
sot have been appointed. None of the 
cities interested were pleased with the 
selection made, and so far were they 
from being so that strong protests were 
made by Mayor Burr of this city, Mayor 
Hart of Boston, Mayor Gilmore of Cam- 
bridge, and for all that we kuow by the 
mayors of ull the other cities. 

In the first place the commission was 
made up entirely of lawyers, with pie. 
xumably no special fitness for the work. 
No one of the three was an expert, or 
kud any special fitness or training for the 
duties involved. They are all honorable 
men, in their chosen profession. Johu 
Quincy Adams is one of the ablest law- 
yers in Boston, and Judge Asa French 
and Uosea Kingman are lawyers of aver- 
»ge ability, at least; there is nothing to 


to he said against them on the score of 
character, but It was a mistake to name 
more thnn ono lawyor for the commis- 
sion. 

Politically the selection may have been 
all right. Mr. Adams is n Democrat, and 
the other two aro Republicans of some 
political prominence In Norfolk county, 
and said to have congressional aspira- 
rations. Threo possible Congressional 
candidates were thus gotten rid of in 
Governor Ames’ own congressional dis- 
trict, although this may not have had 
aoything to do with the selection. 

The commission certainly did not have 
the confidence of tho people, either in 
Newton or in the other Charles River 
Valley cities. Ex-Mayors Hyde and 
Spoare and ox-Governor Claflin saw the 
unpractical nature of tho combination, 
and also entered protests, and in this 
they and Mayor Burr but represented 
the sentiment of Newton. 

In regard to the Governor’s Intention 
not to appoint any man from the district 
where the work is to bo carriod on, there 
have been no satisfactory reasons given 
why such a policy should be followed, 
and in fact, Mr. Adams at least is to all 
inteuts and purposes a Boston mau, who 
sleeps in Norfolk county during the sum- 
mer. By ruling out in this arbitrary way 
so large and important a district, the 
choice was necessarily limited, although 
there are probably some gtod men both 
outside of this district, and of Norfolk 
county. 

The drainage commission is a very 
much more important body than the new 
State House commission, for which such 
admirable appointments were made, and 
Governor Ames has only to follow the 
excellent example set in nominating that 
body, to find a drainage commission that 
will satisfy all the people of the Charles 
River district. The commission ought 
certainly to include one good business 
man and one expert on drainage matters, 
in order to have public confidence. It 
will have an enormous amount of money 
to spend, and it should be composed of 
men who will not have to acquire their 
business and technical cxperieuco of 
drainage matters at the expense of the 
State. 


THE COUNCIL VACANCIES. 


The vacancies that will exist in tho 
City Council after the fiist of August 
will necessitate a special election, and it 
will have to be under the new Australian 
ballot law, which will cause no end of 
trouble, although it will be valuable in 
teaching Newton voters the workings of 
the law. The vote will probably be a 
light one, and the experience thus 
gained will make the general election in 
the fall pass off more smoothly. 

There seems to be a general sentiment 
that Councilman Hamblen will be the 
nomiuee for alderman from ward sevon, 
and so far there is no opposition to him, 
save on the grouud that his nomination 
would render necessary another election 
for ward seven councilmau. This could 
easily be obviated, however, as tbe elec- 
tion will not be held until September, 
when the voters come home from the 
summer resorts. The City Council will 
probably meet directly after the first of 
August to issue the order for an election 
and if the nominating convention is called 
at once and Mr. Hamblen chosen, he 
could resign as councilman, and there 
would still be time to issue au order for 
the electiou of his successor, on the same 
date as the other election. This would 
obviate all difficulty, as far as expense is 
concerned, and the voting would all be 
finished on one day. 

Councilman Hamblen has certaiuly 
earned the honor of being chosen alder- 
men, as he has always been a hard work- 
er for the interests of the city, and his 
record of attendance at committee and 
Council meetings will compare favorably 
with that of any other member, while 
his voice and vote have always been on 
the right side of important questions. 


The Boston Journal instnhees the pa- 
per industry as a splendid monument to 
what protection has done for the United 
States, as the paper manufacturers aro 
shipping large quantities of paper to Eu- 
rope. The Boston Herald says this is be- 
cause paper makers can buy their raw 
materials free. Without taking sides in 
the quarrel wo would quote Editor Morse 
of the Marlboro Times, who met Colonel 
Haskell in Europe, and found that he 
was selling white paper to leading news- 
papers of English cities for two pence a 
pound, with all freight and cartage paid. 
This is about three cents a pound less 
than we have to pay for the paper on 
which the Graphic is printed, which 
suggests that publishers need some pro- 
tection. 


Mr. Samuel Mkndum, the secretary 
of the United Question clubs, is a con- 
tributor to our Tariff Reform column 
this week. Mr. Meuduin, who has 
achieved such notoriety by his letters, is 
said to be a school teacher, which may 
accouut for his ability to ask embarrass- 
ing questions. It is no way to answer 
the letters, to shower abuse upon him, 
as certain of the more extreme partisan 
organs are foolish enough to do. His 
letters are perfectly respectful in toue, 
and we think Congressman Candler, for 
iustaucu, is making a grave mistake iu 
ignoring him. 

The City Clerk of Cambridge, accord- 
ing to the 1'ress of that city, has devised 
an iugenious contrivance for tho voting 
compartments to be used iu November, 
under the Australian system. The ar- 
rangement includes six compartments, 
easely portable, constructed so as to af- 
ford the required protection, and held 
together by hinges so that they can be 
folded up and put away in a small space. 
It might be a good thing to look into the 
contrivance, preparatory to the special 
election which will be held here in a few 
weeks. 


If all tho strango things aro true that 
aro roportod by the Boston Journal's 
Washington correspondent, a scandalous 
stato of things exists in Commissioner 
Tanner’s depratmont, and it is reported 
that the administration has hocomo 
alarmed. With reratings being made by 
the wholesale among the employes in tho 
departments, and claim agents and others, 
it hogins to look ns though thoro would 
soon bo no surplus to worry ovor. 
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The Nowton Street Railway company 
certainly havo no obstacles placed in tho 
way of their proposed circuit road, aud 
it will probably bo in running order with- 
in the limit named in the order. It 




ought to prove of great advantage to 
those parts of Nowtou botweon tho villa- 
ges, and to pay well from the start. If 
it had only been in operation this sum- 
mer, it would have had all the business 
it could have taken care of. 


Mr. Edward Stanwood of Boston, 
editor of the Youth’s Companion, has 
been selooted by Mr. Porter to take 
charge of the work of collecting statistics 
of cotton manufacturing in the United 
States.

The Worcester Spy has an article urg- 
ing the nomination of Mr. Crapo, which 
touches the broad question of party 
policy iu a way to cover the second 
place ou the republican ticket as well as 
the head of it, and is worth quoting in 
this connection: — 

The republicans of the common- 
wealth have been with increasing anxiety 
and discontent a steady lowering of the 
standard of leadership in politics and in 
office. The active and directing politi- 
ciuus of the party are not conspicuous 
by reason of their own mental and moral 
stature, but visible only when they are 
raised on tho pedestal of office or of 
money. It has come to be believed that 
the indispensable outfit of a candidate is 
a large balance iu the bank and a willing- 
ness to spend it. An acquaintance with 
the men who are politicians for hire fol- 
lows, of course. There are plenty of 
sharp, bustling politicians, but the party 
management has been feeble, without 
dignity or firmness. The Legislature 
has been weak aud without leadership, 
yielding readily to the questionable de- 
mands of great corporations, and, as 
those say who ought to know, venal. 
The venality, wo aro assured, is mostly 
in the other party, but it affects the 
character of the Legislature, for which 
the republicans, with their overwhel- 
ming majority, must be responsible. 
Now, then, the republican party has 
principles and aims which cannot bo 
promoted or attained by an enfeebled 
organization. It lias character aud 
vigor enough in its membership to arrest 
this downward drift. It needs new men 
in its party management, iu the chief 
offices of the state and iu the Legislature. 
Mr. Crapo’8 nomination would mean the 
recognition of these facts, aud the 
adoption of the only policy that cau re- 
iuvigorate the party.

The building will 
be built of brick, and will cost in the vicin- 
ity of $50,000. 

The West Newton base-ball club de- 
serves encouragement for its work this 
year, having won the greater percentage of 
games played, besides giving a most credit- 
able exhibition for amateurs of the nation- 
al game. The writer has witnessed several 
contests notable for close scores and bril- 
liant fielding wiiere the local team lias won 
by superior bead w-ork and the ability to 
bat at the right time. Such games ought to 
draw' a good crow’d of paving spectators, 
but the lovers of the sport in this city are 
slow to contribute their quarters, prefer- 
ing ns a rule to patronize simply the clubs 
in the national league. Local pride ought 
to be an inducement to support a good 
home club in a creditable manner. 

—The collapse of Mr. Samuel Fessenden, 
the treasurer of the Cape Cod Cannl Co., 
and the announcement that lie had been pe- 
titioned into bankruptcy by the Yarmouth 
Savings Bank, was read with uncommon 
interest by people here as the reports in the 
Boston papers intimated that the West 
Newton Savings Bank was among the cred- 
itors. The statement was without founda- 
tion in fact and Mr. Fessenden was In no 
way indebted to the West Newton bank. A 
Gkapiiic reporter was told bv the treasur- 
er of the bank, Mr. James H. Nickerson, 
that the statement was not true. “The 
West Newton Savings Bank is not affected 
by the Fessenden failure,” said Mr. Nick- 
erson, “and I know of no investumits of 
the bank that are not first class.’* 

—The police department is anxiously 
waiting for the police signal system for 
which an appropriation was made several 
months ago. It was generally supposed 
that the system would be installed before 
July 4 of the present year, but circumstan- 
ces intervened to prevent. The present 
deadlock in relation to the recommendation 
of the police committee, adopting the svs- 
tem of the Municipal Signal Company ‘of 
Boston, is not likely to be broken until af- 
ter vacation in September, if at all, during 
the present administration. Indications 
point to a delay which will carrv the settle- 
ment of the question over into the affairs of 
next year. Ultimately, however, the city 
will possess what is required in the way o*f 
a police system and a little patient waiting 
may be crowned with the best results in 
the end. 

Mr. E. F. Kimball’s new house on Water- 
town street has been completed and it is 
one of the prettiest and most convenient 
moderate cost dwellings in this vicinity. It 
is delightfully situated on high land, ad- 
joining the estate of Dr. Elisha F. Thayer 
and the lot contains 9,000 feet. It has a 
good frontage and n depth of about 175 
feet, running back into a beautiful grove. 
The house is two stories high with 
gables and has a wide piazza extending 
across the front and partly around the 
side. The outside coloring is a warm, red- 
dish yellow with lighter shade of trimming, 
dark red roof and seal brown blinds.

It contains every modern con- 
venience, Including soapstone sink and set 
tubs. The lloor is finished in hard pine 
and the walls are partly sheathed, the color- 
ing above tho wainscoting being a light 
shade of yellow. Opening from the kitchen 
hall there is a cold pantry, supplied with 
plenty of shelf room and there is a good 
sized china closet in the dining room and 
pantry in the kitchen, connected with a 
sliding door. The finish of the house 
throughout is in the natural wood with the 
exception of the bath room and study on 
the second lloor, finished in a light shade 
of cherry. The second lloor is very con- 
veniently arranged, all the rooms being 
accessible from the hall. The chambers 
are good sized and very pleasant and cheer- 
ful, and there is an unmistakable appear- 
ance of coziness and comfort about the 
house which renderns it at once attractive 
and tasteful. The buth room contains a 
good sized bath tub, a Dalton A lugersoll, 
“VendoAie” closet uud a handsome marble 
set bow l. The walls above the wainscot- 
ing are finished in robin’s egg blue, har- 


monizing with the light cherry shade of 
the w ood work. There is a finished room 
in the uitlc and a large play room. The 
plumbing of tho house is a thorough piece 
of workmanship in every detail, tlie con- 
tract having been awarded to Mr. F. L. 
Burgess of this city. The house was built 
by Mr. llonry 11. Hunt of West Newton 
and the work is first-class throughout. He 
comuTc need the building May 9 uud com- 
pleted tho house July 15, the day specified 
in the contract. The superiority of the 
work is ample proof that the very best re- 
sults can bo secured at home, where a 
faithful currying out of the terms of agree- 
ment muv be depended upon.

EifM's Tower as a Storm Gatherer. 

[Paris letter in New York Tribune.] 

The Eiffel tower is said to have 
changed the climate of Paris. As a mat- 
ter of fact there has been, coincident 
with its existence, a marked climatic al- 
teration. We have au amount of sultri- 
ness, followed by heavy raiutalls and 
thunder-storms, which is, to say the 
least, abnormal. Nights are hotter than 
I ever felt them before, and Now York- 
ers find them quite as bot as any they 
remembered in their own city. It is true 
that apart from the sprightly crowd at 
the Champs de Mars there is something 
peculiarly exhilarating iu the atmos- 
phere there. Is this because the tower is, 
like Jupiter, a collector of clouds charged 
with electricity and productive of thun- 
derbolts? Scientists have not yet said 
their say. But it stands to reason that 
when the key at tho end of Franklin’s 
kite-string was able to draw down a 
thunderbolt, the vast mass of iron which 
springs to the bight of 380 yards into the 
sky, rather in the form of a steeple than 
a tower, ought to suck to it electricity iu 
proportionate quantities aud from great 
distances. 

1 have beeu a good deal to the Champs 
de Mars, and never lost au opportunity 
to mount the tower. 1 have noticed from 
it that it is the rendezvous— to speak in 
a figure — of storm spirits, and, indeed, a 
kind of vortex into' which thoy rush. 
When they do this they get unruly, and 
behave like mad things. As the witches 
say in Macbeth, thoy moot “iu thunder, 
lightning, and in rain.” Nevertheless, 
there has not been a single electrical ac- 
cident on or about the tower. 

Last Sunday I was perched high up 
there when the winds boat and the rain 
fell iu deluges, aud the thunderbolts 
went Hying about, but somehow were im- 
potent to do mischief. It was very curi- 
ous to note how tho storm-clouds rose, 
advanced, met, played their furious 
pranks, and when a good deal spent, 
danced off again to collect fresh strength. 
As 1 saw the biggest of the white clouds 
aud its dusky forerunner approach. 1 
climbed to the highest platform of the 
tower, and was hardly there when it was 
upon the giant with a crash of thunder- 
bolts and a deluge of rain, which 1 tho’t 
must sweep me off, notwithstanding the 
solid but rather low parapet. A sailor 
would have said, “What tremundous seas 
wo ship!” For perhaps live minutes tho 
rain formed a dense curtain, and nothing 
was visible at a short distance. Then the 
upper atmosphere cleared and I was 
above the storm. 1 could see the other 
isolated clouds forming junctions, and 
there was, in tho way of lightning, a tine 
pyrotuchuic display.* This lasted for per- 
haps au hour. The storm-cloud then ca- 
reered north, duluuing, as 1 have since 
heard, the north side af Paris, aud shiv- 
ering trees. At Montmartre it divided, 
or forked, one part going on tow ard the 
south east, und the other north toward 
Montmorency. I also noticed that white 
contingent clouds arose iu that diiection 
in which the storm was going, and made 
for it, und that by the time the eastern 
section got to the horizon it took menac- 
ing proportions.

To Iuflueuce our Indian Policy. 

At a meeting, Tuedsay, of tho cxecu 
tive committee of the Boston branch of 
tho Indian Rights Association the follow- 
ing preamble and resolutions were 
adopted : 

Whereas, We are informed that the 
present administration favors a policy in 
executive appointments by which Indian 
agents and teachers in Indiau schools 
will lie appointed for any reservation 
only from among residents of the State 
or Territory in which such reservation 
lies 

Resolved, That in our judgment the 
application of sueli a policy to appoint- 
ments in tlie bureau of Indian affairs is 
illogical, since tho reservation is not a 
part of tlie State or Territory in which it 
is geographically situated; illiberal in re- 
stricting unnecessarily tlie number of 
persons among whom good agents and 
teachers may lie found, and liable to 
work great injury to tlie Indians because 
their rights and interests often do not co- 
incide with tiiose of the adjoining white 
settlers. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions lie sent to the secretary of tlie In- 
dian Rights Association at Philadelphia 
with permission, at his discretion, to lay 
them before tho lionoiable Secretary of 
tlie Interior, and that they lie subsequent- 
ly offered for publication to tlie Boston 
press.

THE WHISTLING SOLDIER. 


A STORY TOl.n UY A CHICAGO COLONEL. 

A good whistler is, ss a rule, tho host 
of good follows. We had one follow 
in our regiment who could whiatlo any- 
thing, and who wns generally moved to 
whistle his best when tho rest of us woro 
feeling our worst. Tlie ugliness in sol- 
dier nature wns pretty sure to come out 
nt tho tail end of a long, muddy march, 
and the swearing at such times was very 
distressing to a man who had faith in 
human nature. At such times our gay 
whistler would strike up some favorite 
tune. Tho swearing would cease, tho 
boys would catch step, and they would 
go morrily nlong to the whistled melody. 
After a battle, when tlie men were de- 
spondent and discouraged, tho whistler 
of tho rogimont would whiatlo tender, 
pinintivo tunes by the hour, nnd I kuow 
that he gavo groat comfort. 

After tlie battle on Lookout mountain 
he was ono of the guards detniled to 
escort tho prisoners taken in the moun- 
tain fight down to Bridgeport, where 
they were to take tho train for the North. 
There were several hundred of them, and 
the march down from Chattanooga to 
Bridgeport was a tedious one; but tlie 
slow progress brought about a close 
acquaintance between the guards and 
the prisoners, and on several occasions 
during the march tlie cheering whistle 
of the gay-hearted man in blue cheered 
tlie heavy-hearted men in gray, and they 
were wont to call for music when the 
circumstances of the march were more 
than usually distressing. 

As they started across the pontoon 
bridge at Bridgeport, two lines of grav 
iu the centre and a thin line of blue on 
each outer edge, the whistler, in ac- 
cordance with a very general call, started 
a melody suited to the occasion. Tho 
men caught step, and Reb and Yank 
went swinging across the bridge, ignor- 
ing tlie command of the officers to 
change step. 

As the column neared tho centre the 
marching had become a sort of jollifi- 
cation, and just as tho jollity was at its 
height tho bridge parted in tho middle, 
and in an instant scores of men were 
struggling in the water. 

There was of course, great confusion, 
but in good time all tho men except three 
or four were rescued. Among those 
lost were one Ohio boy and two of the 
prisoners. The suvivors were imme- 
diately loaded into the train waiting. 
Every one was greatly dejected. Just 
beforo the train started there came from 
tho whistler who, in his wet olothes was 
tlie very image of discomfort, a soft, ten- 
der melody. It was like tlio wail of a 
child, like the song of a woman with a 
heart-break, but eiuled with something 
that was like a tribute to the dead, like 
a story of some one gone to rest, and 
scores of the prisoners stepped out to 
the whistler and silently shook his 
hand. 


WATER FOR FUEL. 


AN ALLEGED INVENTION DESIGNED TO 
REVOLUTIONIZE EVERYTHING. 


What appears to be an important in- 
vention has recently been made public in 
Phillips, Wis. It is no less than the 
practical and cheap use of water as fuel. 
The appliance consists of nothing hut a 
piece of gaspipe from two inches to six 
inches in diameter, as may be desired, 
and of convenient length to fit a cook 
stove or a parlor or other heater, with 
short legs or stable support to keep it 
in position. This is placed in the stove, 
with one end slightly projecting.to which 
is attached a vessel of water with stop 
cock conduit from the water vessel into 
the pipe. 

Before reaching the steam chamber tho 
water passes through the important part 
of the invention, the part that consti- 
tutes or contains the great discovery. By 
means of it tho water may pass into the 
steam chamber, while the steam cannot 
pass out. The part of the pipe contain- 
ing the steam chamber is within the 
stove, although a small part may be 
without if desired. To this the heat of 
a moderate wood or coal fire is applied, 
so as to heat the steam to a high temper- 
ature, say 300 deg. or nearly 400 deg. 
when it passes out of a small orifice im- 
mediately into the midst of a bed of 
coals or flame from burning wood or coal, 
when it is at once raised to the required 
temperature, 4Q0 degrees or more, to bo 
immediately decomposed into its gases— 
oxygen and hydrogen — which instautly 
become flame. 

Only a moderate summer fire of wood 
or coal will bo required tho coldest tiny 
in winter, tho gaseous flames furnishing 
the balance of tho heat needed in the 


coldest room. The capacity for reducing 
ia to suit require- 
ments. 


heat mny be regulated 


When it is known that hydrogen flame 
yields a heat in burning five times great- 
er than carbon, or about 2000 degrees to 
2500 degrees, one may form some iden of 
the capacity of this little contrivance for 
p oducing heat. 

By increasing tho temperature of tho 
gaspipe to about 400 degrees, tho vapor 
may be decomposed into its gasses beforo 
exit from the pipe, and in such cases it 
is emitted in a jet of blue flame. 1 In ei- 
ther case thooxyhydrogen flame is easily 
produced and with a very small consump- 
tion of fuel.— [From Light, Heat, and 
Power.

Iu nearly every outline this portion of 
the road remains intact, it was a ridge, 
swamps on each side, and the ridge-road 
was liued with a magnificent growth ot 
trees which remaiu to this day.

KDWARD HF.I.l.AM V AT TIIK IlKRRFIF.I.n 
8lMMF.lt SCHOOL. 


Edward Bellamy, the author of the 
much-discussed “Looking Backward,” 
made an address at the Durfield Summer 
School last Saturday, before a very nota- 
ble gathering, which contained such men 
and women as Bev. Robert Collyer, Geo. 
W. Cable, James R. Brevoort, Charlotte 
Fiske Bates, Mrs. Yale, Prof. James I). 
Crawford and many others. In fact it 
was a picked audience. In introducing 
the speaker President Lincoln said that 
Mr. Bellamy was able to suit such ex- 
tremes as Edward Everett Hale on the 
one hand and Justus Schwab on the oth- 
er. In beginning Mr. Bellamy disclaimed 
the slightest pretense to public speaking, 
and read from his manuscript in a clear 
but impassioned manner. 

The most significant phenomenon of 
the day. considered in any aspect, is the 
syndicate, or, as it has moro generally 
come to be called, the trast. It cannot 
be said that there is any tendency on the 
part of the people at largo to underesti- 
mate its importance. Belshazzar saw the 
handwriting on the wall no doubt in a 
good deal the same spirit in which 
thoughtful men and women contemplate 
the trust. What docs this tremendous 
revolution in business principles and 
methods mean? Does it portend weal or 
ruin for the people? What is the proper 
way to regard it, and how does it behoove 
us to deal with it? The object of the 
trust is to limit, and, so far as possible, 
put an end to competition. The tmst is 
the beginning of the end of competition. 
But why has the trust come just at this 
time? Why lias the competitive system 
shown such weakness just uow? Our an- 
swer to this question is one that disposes 
absolutely of the theories which are oc- 
casionally aired in the press, that the 
present tendency to combination is but a 
transient phase of economics, destined 
soon to give way to the old order of 
things. There are three stages in the 
evolution of all industry. First, the stage 
of isolation; secoud, the stage of compe- 
tition; third combination and consolida- 
tion. Isolation is the time when, owing 
to lack of communication and transpor- 
tation, industry enjoys a natural monop- 
oly iu its immediate neighborhood. A 
certain degree of competition may in- 
deed exisr, but it is sluggish. With the 
railroad, the steamship and the telegraph 
came the end of the isolation. With 
these inventions the ends of t lie earth 
were brought together and competition 
fully begun. Every artisan, every busi- 


men and women, developed after God’s 
own heart, and we should he glnd and 
grateful that wo can see progress in that 
direction. 

Other speakers were Piof. Crawford, 
who failed to see the path that leads 
toward nationalism. Rev. Mr. Cronyti, 
who saw clearly the options of the pres- 
ent day and thought we were oppressed 
with traditions. Mrs. Yale, who spoke 
briefly but charmingly, Mr. Cliampney, 
who skilfully endeavored to draw Mr. 
Bellamy into the discussion, Samuel O. 
Lamb, Edward B. Rankin of the St. Lou- 
is university and Miss Charlotte Fiske 
Bates who spoke of Walt Whitman’s 
courageous work. The hit of the meet- 
ing was made after all by Dr. Collyer in- 
cidentally in the running fire of debate 
when he emphatically said that the su- 
gar trust was made possible by our ini- 
quitous tariff laws and the hoartiest ap- 
plause of the day seemed to indicate that 
the audience agreed with him. The cos- 
mopolitanism of the audience may be 
seen when it is stated that it embraced 
such men as W. D. Russell, treasurer of 
the Montague paper mill at TuruersFalls, 
and probably the highest salaried official 
in the county, and John Dyer of Green- 
field, who is a socialist working man.

Eden, according to to the prevailing 
idea of the teaching of the Bible, was 
a district of Armenia, watered by the 
Tigris and Euphrates.

Alfred Wallace, who may be said to rank 
with Darwin as the creator of the new 
view ot the origin of species, expresses 
the belief that mail originated in one of 
the plateaus of Asia.

It has not been a mere money-getting 
agency, such ns it too often now seems to 
he in some quarters. It has discriminated 
carefully between bravo and faithful 
soldiers, who did their duty and the 
whole of It, and the “bummers” and 
skulkers, who now sometimes seem to 
have as good a chance of receiving its 
aid as anybody elso. ItR policy, or its 
loaders, or both, appear to have been 
altered for the worse. 

Two facts need to ho recnRedby every- 
body in this connection. One is, that 
the honor of having saved the country 
cannot he monopolized, as usually is 
assumed, by the men who went into the 
army. All honor to them! In many 
respects their service was as much harder 
than that of others as it was more ex- 
posed to personal danger, No patriotic 
or fair-minded person willingly would 
underestimate their noble services in the 
least degree. Yet all could not go with 
them. Thousands of men, equally able, 
luave and patriotic, were compelled to 
remain at home to carry on the necessary 
business of the nation, to raise money 
for its troops, to provide food and sup- 
plies of every sort, and, in a word, to 
maintain all the great operations of 
national life, the failure ot any of which 
would have been our instant ruin. The 
sacrifices which many, who did not enlist, 
nevertheless made and made cheerfully, 
for their country, were as honorable, if 
not also as severe, ns any made by the 
men who went to the front. All these 
patriotic citizens are content to let the 
army men have their losses and sacrifices 
vecognized by the bestowal of pensions. 
They do not begrudge a dolloi thus 
given in any case of real merit. They 
ask no corresponding recompense for 
themselves. But they— and there are 
many, many thousands of them— do de- 
mand that the giving of pensions in un- 
worthy, or even fraudulent, cases shall 
ho stopped. 

The other fact is this. The growing 
habit of depending largely on the nation 
for support is demoralizing the whole 
people. A few years ago no veteran 
soldier, who had a comfortable income 
of his own, would condescend to apply 
for a pension. It was felt, and most 
properly, that pensions ought to be given 
only to the poor or disabled. But so 
rapidly has tho hunger for the public 
money spread aud increased, that it is 
now declared that a certain United 
States senator, who has a good income 
apart from his official salary, not only 
has accepted a pension, hut actually lias 
just received an increase of his pension, 
and that, too, not only for the future, but 
also iu the form of back pay for the past 
to tho amount of $4000. This may he an 
extreme case. Certainly it is extremely 
discreditable. 

It is time for plain speech upon this 
matter. The best friends of the present 
administration are those who are warn- 
ing it most vigourously of the rock ahead 
of it in this respect. Unless the calm, 
sober good sense of the country soon dis- 
covers a change of the present policy in 
regard to pensions, there will he a heavy 
reckoning not far in the future, and one 
which this nation will long remember.

The Wonders of.|Ari%onn. 

The wonder of all curiosities in the 
Southwest is the petrified forest iu 
Apache county, Arizona, says a corre- 
spondent of the New York Times. 
What makes it more remarkable than it 
otherwise would he is tl^e fact that the 
forest never grew on the spot where it 
now lies, hut was transported bodily 
from some region by a force of nature 
that we can little imagine. There are no 
stumps or trunks of trees left iu the 
ground, no roots, small limbs or any- 
thing to show that vegetable matter 
could live aud thrive in the volcanic 
ashes of the section, and yet mammoth 
tree trunks turned into hard adamantine 
stone lie here iu the greatest profusion 
millions of tons in sight, and no definite 
answer is there to the puzzle. Iu some 
cases the trees are of gigantic size, hav- 
ing a diameter of 18 or 20 feet at the 
base and a height of more than 150 feet. 

The scene reminds one of Siubad’s 
dream or Aladdin’s cave. As far as the 
eye can reach pieces of chrysoprase, 
carnelian, sard, aud chalcedony are scat- 
tered; hits of amethyst, jasper, ealcite, 
aud agate glitter iu the sunlight, blazing 
with indescribable brilliancy, and so 
thick on the ground that one can hardly 
step without placing his foot on a gem 
of “purest ray serene.” This mineral- 
ized wood is scattered over more than 
2000 aeies of surface. Situated iu a 
desert of lava and ashes, although, as 
remarked, millions of tons of the 
material are iu sight, yet all this mass 
must be a mere bagatelle to what is 
really concealed beneath the volcanic 
ruin which at .one time swallowed tho 
whole country* in its deadly embrace. 
It is scarcely possible to solvj the mys- 
tery that surrounds the wonderful 
chalcedony park of Arizona. There is 
something in the soil that silicities wood 
for on the nothem border of Arizona, 
near the Colorado lino, is a cabin built 
somo years ago by a mountain desperado, 
which lias since been converted into 
stone; probably the same petrifying 
action operated upou this as upon the 
Arizona forest. 

It seems reasonable since the trees are 
of mammoth proportions and similar to 
those uow growing in Oregou aud Cali- 
fornia, that at some distant period of 
time a tremendous tlood or glacier swept 
down from the northwest and transpor- 
ted the forest bodily to its present loca- 
tion iu the Apache valley. Possibly a 
volcano or earthquake finished the ruin, 
leaving the enigma for future ages to 
solve as best they may. At any rate the 
ashes and lava are there, the trees have 
been shattered aud smashed into every 
conceivable form, and the spot is truly 
the greatest natural wonder of the con- 
tinent. The government should set it 
aside us a national reservation.

As sooti ns you re- 
duce the rates on press-paper and leave 
our little Newton mill unprotected tons 
of English paper will come into our 
woolen mills and Dr. Crehore must stop 
his wheels and discharge his help.” 

Now’, my dear Newton, the paper from 
this mill sells at 11 ets. a pound. Eng- 
lish paper of the sumo quality sells at 17 
cents a pound in England. How can 
the English send their 17 cent paper 
across the ocean, pay a duty of 30 per 
cent, and sell for less than 11 cents? An 
easy problem compared with the attempts 
to provo that a tariff is not a tax and 
that a high tariff makes high wages. 

Wo have shown therefore, 

1. That free pr-ss-papor cannot possi- 
bly injure this mill; 

2. That Free Wool would holp it, by 
increasing its market. 

3 That Ereo Lumber and Free Coal 
would, probably, decrease the cost of 
running t lie mill, which would bo further 
lessened by lower rates on Iron and Steel 
Goods, Paints, Arc. 

4. And last,— -that these facts would 
surely give the workmen more steady em- 
ployment than they now have and would 
tend to cause a slight advance in wages. 

Is Newton answered? 


A Believer in Protection. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

As a Republican and a believer in the 
advantages to this country of the system 
of protection, I beg to thank you for 
your assistance to the cause by giving 
our Newton free traders an opportunity 
to cut their own tliroats, or rather you 
have given them rope and they have 
hung themselves. In your paper of 
June 21 they published a temperate and 
non-partisan letter from “Newton,” 
asking if they will apply their theories to 
our city, and if they are willing to see 
the city crippled by the carrying of their 
theories into practice. Then they reply 
“Yes, unequivocally 1” They go further. 
It must seem that they do not care for 
Newton, for Massachusetts or for the 
United States. They wish to be citizens 
of the world, and “to help the increasing 
purpose of the ages,” whatever that may 
mean. They are logical, if not nice. 
The object of Protection is to benefit our 
own country, our neighbors and ourselves. 


Our Manufacturing Industries. 


A PAPER MILL. 

Cotton rags and old rope are not very 
interesting to the average man; nor is 
press-paper a thing one cares to look at 
twice: but to see the rope and the rags 
gradually metamorphosed into paper by 
most simple processes is something well 
worth the while. An hour with a very 
pleasant guide will suffice to explain the 
miracle. Dr. Charles F. Crehore of New- 
ton Lower Falls will help one at any 
time to as profitable a half day as one 
often finds. Press-paper is a heavy, 
smooth, strong variety of paper, as thick 
as pasteboard but much harder and sliff- 
er. It is used in woolen mills for press- 
ing cloth— whence its name. Much of it 
is cut up and turned into pattern cards 
for Jacquard looms. These are its only 
uses. Wo cannot stop now to describe 
the sorting, cutting, dusting, bleaching, 
washing, tearing, coloring, straiuing, 
spreading, steaming, and polishing by 
which the old and waste material is made 
to take the form of the new and useful. 
Our purpose now is to show “Newton” 
and others who think (or fear) as he 
does, how a “considerable reduction of 
the tariff” would not in any sense cripple 
this industry, but would really tend to its 
growth and prosperity. 

Let us take up in turn the discussiou 
of Wages, Raw materials, Cost of run- 
ning, and Market. 

Iu a mill such as this the finished prod- 
uct is very largely the child of mauliiu- 
cry, and rates of wages do not affect the 
cost of the product so much as in indus- 
tries whero more manual labor is called 
for. Rut we are ready to admit— ratliei 
wo gladly concede— that so far as wages 
are concerned rates will tend to increase, 
and in this respect alone, Tariff Reduc- 
tion might cripple this and other indus- 
tries. Wo say tend to increase— there 
will bo no sudden rise but only a strong- 
er demand for workmen and — what is of 
the first importance— steady employment. 
If oue could separate the interests of 
owners and workmen — which i no cannot 
— it might be said that Tariff Reduccion 
would help the workmen and injure the 
owners by tvndiny to steady and increase 
the rate of wayes. 

The raw materials used iu making 
press paper are hemp, cotton rags, lime, 
chloride of lime and copperas. Of these 
all are free of import taxes except lime 
and copperas, and tne amount saved up- 
on them by a reduction of duties would 
doubtless be very slight. 

In considering tho cost of running wo 
must include repairs. The mill which 
wo are studying depends largely for pow- 
er upon the waters of the Charles, but it 
has been found necessary to use steam 
power also, and the bill for bituminous 
coal annually must be a largo one. Here 
is an expense that could be appreciably 
reduced by such a change iu our “Amer- 
ican” system as would allow Mr. Crehore 
to buy Un-American ooal from Nova Sco- 
tia instead of payingPcnnsylvania prices. 
Moreover, once in twenty years tho en- 
tire property of the mill is replaced by 
tho system of constant repairs. Wo find 
hero an opportunity for largo saving. In 
this process of constant reconstruction 
there is a large tax upon the business iu 
tho form of a tariff upon 
Machinery . . . 45 pore, to 100 per c. 
Lumber .... 7 “to 85 “ 

Glass (10 “ to 100 “ 

Nails, «&c. ... 43 “ 

Paint 40 “ 

ami similar rates upou many other arti- 
cles outeriug into the construction of a 
mill. We do not claim that free lumber 
would save 35 per cent, iu tho cost of 
lumber, but we do claim that there would 
bo something saved. Tbe amount saved 
varies in different articles but in very 
many eases — Machinery, Glass. Paint, 
Hardware— u reduction of Tariff rates 
would cause a diminution of repair ex- 
penses iu this mill. 

Lastly the Market. Tho market for 
press-paper is tho woolen mill, and, too, 
tho woolen mill of Now England. What- 
ever gives prosperity to wuolou manufac- 
ture gives a larger and better market to 
our Newton Mill. By common consent, 
Tariff Reformers, Free Traders, and Pro- 
tectionists agree that Free Wool would 
help New England’s woolen mills. Never 
mind Ohio’s shepherds at present. “New- 
ton” wants us to trout of Newton indus- 
tries and show how tho tariff reform 
movement affects them. 

Free Wool then— tho first article of 
Taiiff Reform creeds — will help our 


The result of free trade in this country 
would be to divide our prosperity among 
tho nations of the Old World. IIow many 
voters will prefer to increase the pros- 
perity of foreigners rather than their 
own? 

They think perhaps we ought to be 
glad to share the fate of the weavers in 
India, of whom Mr. Kirkup speaks in 
his “Inquiry into Socialism,” p. 41 : “In 
spite of protection our ( i. e. English) in- 
dustrial supremacy exercised a swine 
pressure on the workers of the Conti- 
nent; and In India, where protection 
did not exist, it whitened the plains with 
the bones of the cottage-weavers.” 
“They discourse of the “markets of 
the world.” Seo what this same writer 
says of them: (p. 27) “In tho rural dis- 
tricts wo find tbe general divorce of the 
workmen from the means of production. 
Iu no country of the world is there such 
a host of workers divorced from land 
and capital, without control of the con- 
ditions under which they labor, and 
living in economic insecurity. This is 
probably the most conspicuous result of 
the industrial revolution and of that 
marvellous supremacy in the markets of 
the world, of which we (i. e. English) 
were once so proud, which at one time 
promised so much. It is not a partic- 
ularly glorious consummation. Nor is 
there any marked sign of improvement.” 

They think cheapness the greatest 
blessing, and they hope to obtain it by 
universal competition. Kirkup does not 
agree with them. lie says (p. 7(1) 
“cheapness is the prime condition of 
successful competition. Iu itself it is a 
sufficiently desirable thing. Only 
it means suffering, and it may be ruin to 
tho competitors who are less favorably 
placed. Sooner or later the conviction 
will he foreed upon us that a state of in- 
dustrial war can not bo favorable to 
human happiness, even though it do 
tend to cheapness. After all, cheapness of 
commodities is ouly one of the condi- 
tions of well-being.” 

Until these gentlemen were unwise 
enougli to reply to “Newton,” I had sup- 
posed that they considered free trade a 
panacea. It appears that they consider 
that it may bo a dangerous and destruc- 
tive poison, and yet they wish us to ad- 
minister it to ourselves! Are they not 
right when they say this is fanaticism?

A Pair of Shoes. 

Few of our readers pay little attention 
to foot-wear except as a necessary article 
of apparel or when it happens to cover a 
pretty foot, ami fewer still ever give 
thought t:» the skillful workmen and in- 
tricate machinery now required to pro- 
duce a perfect shoe. 

Many would bo astonished to visit a 
large factory such as \V. L. Douglas’ at 
Brockton, Mass., to see how tho excel- 
lent shoes manufactured by him could bo 
made to sell at such low prices. Never 
in tho history of shoe-making in this 
country have such values been put into 
fqot-wenr as are shown to day, and never 
has a well made and durable shoe beeu 
so completely within tho reach of tho 
masses as at the present time. 

This of course is pleasant for the con- 
sumer, but mixed with the good comes 
tho bad, and in making a selection one 
should bo careful to get the best, as many 
poor imitations are on the market, whose 
appearance could hardly distinguish them 
from first-class shoes.

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The Condition of Court Street. 

To the Editor of the GRArnic : 

Three times within three month the 
superintendent of streets, or the party 
who so styles himself, has assayed to 
patch up the accented and unaccepted 
portions of Court street. Three times 
tho rains liavo descended and floods came 
and nearly destroyed everything. 

Tliero is not a foot of correct surface 
grade the entiro length of the street. 
The gutters, if they can he called such, 
arc tilled with grass, sand and other 
material. Tho street is not crowned 
anywhere. Tho water runs as easily in 
tho centre of the street as at the sides 
and there is no possible outlet for it un- 
less it breaks away the barriers of tho 
sidewalk, which it has done seveial 
times rendering the sidewalks until for 
foot passenger ’travel. 

< True, Widow Collin’s little hoy came 
clown with a hired man a week or two ago 
and constructed a sort of box drain so as 
to drain the water of tho low land on the 
upper side from tho street. But, the last 
feat of tho highway department, which 
was to cart in a lot of loose stuff to fill 
up breaks, has destroyed even this; for 
the mouth of the culvert is complotly 
choked. 

Wheu we ask the superintendent, why 
such tilings arc allowed, he blandly re- 
plies “my orders come from tho chair- 
man of the highway committee.” When 
the chairman is interviewed he blandly 
replies “the appropriations are exhaust- 
ed,” and yet at any time we cau see 
half a dozen city teams with four men 
to eacli team perambulating unimportant 
streets engaged iu the arduous task of 
picking up loose stones and taking a rest 
under the shade of every convenient 
tree by tho roadside. 

If a horse or a cow or a dog commits a 
nuisance on a street in front of certain 
residences the whole highway depart- 
ment is turned out within an hour with 
teams, men disenfectant to remove all 
traces of the nuisance, while we poor 
devils, who cant afford to register our 
names and those of our families, at some 
third or fourtli rate beach house, and 
have them published weekly (prepaid) 
in the court journals of the metropolis, 
must sit quietly and see our sidewalks 
and the approaches to our dwellings gul- 
lied out and flooded on the occurrence 
of every shower. 

Under the old town regime O. W. 
Turner, the highway surveyor, with a 
score of men and at a tenth part the ex- 
pense would have kept our streets in 
perfect order. 

One inducement presented by the first 
Mayor of Newton to the people of the 
seven villages (I was goiug to say the 
seven churches which are in Newton) 
why they should elect to have a city 
charter, was that the taxes would be re- 
duced, and yet if I am not misinformed 
the rate of taxation in Newton is 
higher than in any city or town in the 
state.

THE GOVERNORSHIP. 


There is a strong feeling in Newton as 
elsewhere in tlio State, that the Republi- 
can party should select the best man pos- 
sible as its candidate for governor. It is 
an off year, aud the Democrats will un- 
doubtedly put up ex-Mayor Russell of 
Cambridge again, who is au exceptional- 
ly clean aud strong candidate, especially 
amoug the young men and those who be- 
lieve in making ability and character 
count as qualifications. 

To succeed, the party will have to se- 
lect a candidate who will appeal more 
successfully to the same class of voters. 
There is one man who will do this, and 
who has heretofore been mentioned, 
When a search was being made for the 
man best qualified to fill the position, 
Hon. William W. Crapo of New Bedford. 
We have nothiug to say against Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Brackett, but this seems 
to be an occasion wheu the party should 
make a special effort to select the best 
candidate available. That this is the 
popular opinion is shown by the surpris- 
ing growth of what has been termed the 
Crapo boom, which has been steadily in- 
creasing ever since the Boston Journal's 
outspoken declaration in Ris favor. 

It may be interesting, in this conuec- 
tiou, to read what the Graphic said of 
him three years ago, when the question 
tion of a successor to Governor Robinson 
was being discussed. Under date of July 
21, 18S0, the following editorial appeared, 
which seems to apply equally well to the 
present condition of allairs: 

In 1882. when our distinguished townsman, 
Hon. It. It. Bishop, was nominated for Governor, 
the Hon. William W. Crajto of New Bedford was 
his leading opponent in the conventiou. It was 
felt at that time by a large number of Republi. 
cans and generally tacitly conceded by the 
friends of Mr. Bishop.tbat the character, qualiti. 
cations and distinguished public services of Mr. 
Crapo merited the highest lecognitiou at the 
hands of the Republican party. 

It was said of him in those days that whatever 
accusations the Democratic party might bring 
against the Republican administration of public 
alfairs, the man himself, Loth as to his private 
life and public career, was without spot or blem- 
ish. In the days of reconstruction, when the 
party, led along by the full tide of power, came 
neai blotting the grand achievement of arms, he 
was moderate, temperate; when many of its lead 
ers went astray alter greenbackism, he was firm 
and steadfast in the cause of honest money, 
when the life of the banking Institutions of the 
country was gravely menaced, lie, as chairman of 
the committee ou banking and currency, ren 
dered services lor which the whole country is in- 
debted ; both by worn and deed be has given the 
cause of civil service reform unstinted support, 
and, in brief, lie has tilled every poaitiou con- 
ferred upon him with credit to his constituents 
und distinction to humelf. Whilst such is a part 
or the record of his life, it may be added that 
there is scarcely a public man in the Common- 
wealth more conversant with the relations of la- 
bor and capital, or who is a better exponent of 
the principles of temperance. 

Although he Would not take any lot or part in 
laying pipes, pulling wireH ami manufacturing 
notoriety to get into office, yet it is believed that 
if tendered the nomination for Governor by the 
Republican party, he would accept the aauie and 
discharge the duties thereof with the utmost 
fidelity. He is. beyond question, in the best man- 
ner quulilled, by training, experience, culture* 
and executive ability, to keep the gubernatorial 
standard to the high posilion to wliich it has bee 
brought by his pi. seut Excellency, 


'THE POSTAL SERVICE. 


We dislike to keep lindincr fault with 
the mails, but at least a dozen c miplaints 
about non-receipt of papers have been 
received this week, although they were 
bent from the Newton postotfice all right, 
and on the first mail Friday afternoon. 
We hope all subscribers who do not re- 
ceive their papers will let us know, as we 
intend that every subscriber shall re- 
ceive his paper, in spite of Uncle Sam's 
poor service. 

Our own postal matter comes in a very 
erratic maimer, as for instance the Bos- 
ton Herald, which used to come ou the 
first morning mail, now arrives some- 
times at 7.80, sometimes at 11,15, aud 
sometimes at tl.15 p. m. The Spring- 
field Republican which always used to ho 
found on the iiist morning mail, now 
comes straggling along and sometimes 
gets hero alter 1 p. in. The object of the 
postal service is to deliver mail matter 
promptly, and uot to furnish a means of 
rewarding campaign “horn blowing. ” 
The daily papers state that a postmas- 
ter has been appointed in Georgia who 
could neither read nor write, and it 
might be a good plan to have an exami- 
nation of recent appointments ou the 
northern railway scry ice. 


The whole thing illustrates the utter 
folly of changing nil the postal employes 
every time a new Administration comes 
into power. As has been said beforo it 
is of course vory Important to have all 
the postal clerks in political sympathy 
with the administration, for how could 
the workers bo rewarded if they wore 
shut out of all these places and efficiency 
made the only test? But nevertheless 
every good citizen must feel wtat a 
standing reproach to the country this 
whole spoils system is, and the present 
demoralization of the mail service will 
do more to mako civil service reform 
converts than any amount of arguments. 
It gives a practical illustration of the 
evils of the thing, Jwhlch every man who 
uses the mails can appreciate. 


ANOTHER WEAK COMMISSION. 

Governor Ames has renominated the 
original drainage commission, with the 
exception of John Quincy Adams, and 
has put on n. F. Mills of Lawrence, a 
member of the state board of health, for 
the short term. It remains to bo seon 
whether the Executive Council will look 
upon these second nominations more fa- 
vorably. 

Here in Newton the commission seems 
to be even weaker than as originally 
made up, as Mr. Adams was the only 
man of first class ability among the 
three, and had the others been meu of 
the same standing there. would have been 
much less opposition. Ex-Mayor Hyde, 
who represents Newton sentiment on the 
question, says that the change is far 
from being an improvement, and that 
Gocernor Ames has made a great mis- 
take in thinking he must go outside of 
the district for his nominees. We do 
not insist on a Newton man, although 
there are a number w-ho could be easily 
named, who would be superior to Messrs. 
French and Kingman. Of Mr. Mills but 
little is known, save that he is a sanitary 
engineer of some local reputation, and 
a member of the state board of health. 

Mr. Adams, it is said, declined to allow 
his uame to be used again, which is a 
great pity, as he would have answered 
admirably for the legal member of the 
board, if two other men of the same 
standing and ability had been named. 
Gov. Ames has made so many admirable 
appointments that it is much to be regret- 
tedthat he does .not always strive to get 
thebcst,and why Messrs. French and King 
man should have been selected in the 
first place is not easy to understand, and 
why the weakest portion of the commis- 
sion should have been reappoiuted is 
more mysterious still. 

It is to be hoped that the Council will 
again refuse to confirm, and continue iu 
so doing until a commission is named 
against which nothing can be said. A 
body which will have the expenditure of 
so many millions of dollars ought to 

i iave the fullest confidence of the public, 
tnd be meu whose names alone would be 
1 guarantee that they would not be in- 
fluenced by any local or unworthy con- 
siderations. If such men were chosen 
there could be no possible objection to 
all of them being residents of the cities 
most interested. 


NOT THIS TIME. 


The Australian ballot lrw does not go 
intoelTect until November 1st, so that the 
special election will unfortunately not 
come under its provisions. We had the 
statement from such high authority that 
it did not seem necessary to verify it by 
consulting the law itself. A great deal 
of trouble and expense will thus bo saved 
and fortunately there is no need to have 
any safeguards around the ballot in our 
city elections. Every man votes for the 
candidate lie.believes to he best qualified 
to perform the duties of office, without 
any regard for political or other seconda- 
ry considerations. 

As it appears probable that there will 
be three vacancies to be filled, there is 
some discussion of candidates, but there 
will be no very sharp rivalry. Council- 
man Hamblen will be nominated for al- 
derman without opposition, and will 
have a strong support in his own ward 
where his course in the city government 
is heartily approved. One prominent 
citizen of that ward pronounces him the 
best councilman the ward has had in a 
number of years, as he has looked care- 
fully after its interests, ami did his best 
to have needed improvements carried 
through. 

Mr. U. C. Crosby is mentioned for his 
successor, and if I 10 could be prevailed 
upon to accept he would add weight to 
the ward’s representation. He was very 
favorably regarded last fall, and it is just 
such meu that are needed in the Common 
Council. In Ward Five, Mr. Edward L. 
Collins is spoken of as the successor of 
Councilman Hale, aud his selection 
w ould give the growing village of Waban 
a representative. Upper Falls has the 
Alderman, aud it is felt iu Waban that 
the property interests are growing so 
large there now that the houors should 
be divided. 

The order for the new election will 
probably be issued as soou as the City 
Council can be got together, after the 
first of August. 


Senator Blair of New Hampshire, 
whose erratic views are not always safe to 
follow, is evidently affected by the dis- 
aster that has overwhelmed the irou 
industries of Now England and thinks 
something should be done/ The remedy 
he proposes is as follows : 

1 am earnestly iu favor of such changes 
in the present law as will admit free of 
duty into this section of the country iron 
ore and coal from the Provinces. We 
cannot afford to see the industries of 
New England paralyzed for the want of 
cheap raw material. 1 am in favor of 
bringing about a political union with the 
Dominion of Canada so that there shall 
he established reciprocal methods of ex- 
change between (lie two countries.— 
There are some of the finest iron mines 
iu the world, so 1 understand, right at 
the door of our furnaces, hut in Cana- 


dian territory, and it seems ns though 
we ought to have the benefit of them. <1 
Would it not bo a good thing for our 
New England senators and representa- 
tives in congress to begin to work for 
Now England interests, and to have a 
poliey of their own instead of blindly 
following that of the Pennsylvania mom- 
liers, without regard to whether it will 
hurt or benefit New England. One way 
to secure tho change would bo to elect 
such men as New England used to send, 
when New England moil and ideas had a 
dominating power in congress. 


A report of Edward Bellamy's recent 
address at the Deerfield Summer School 
will bo found on another page. The au- 
thor of “Looking Backward” is very 
hopeful in regard to the future, ,and 
thinks that all tho trusts and combina- 
tions that are now burdening the Ameri- 
can peoplo are but preparing the way for 
the adoption of the so-called nationalist 
principles by the nation. lie also asserts 
that the British are invading this coun- 
try with a success brilliantly in contrast 
with their former efforts in that line. 
In the light of tho salt trust, thebrowery 
trust, the stool trust, Ithe sugar trust, 
and the multitude of other trusts, it 
might bo asked what are Americans go- 
ing to do when the British linve finished 
buying up and consolidating all our in- 
dustries ? They seem to regard America 
as a great place to invest their money, but 
the question is are our peoplo benefitted 
by all these transactions, or are they 
robbed of their hard earnings. The 
answer might bo found in the history of 
the sugar trust, which has forced up the 
price of sugar some three cents a pound. 
Mr. Bellamy says that there are only two 
things for the nation to do, either turn 
over its industries to the plutocracy, 
which would mean a hopeless decline 
into serfdom for the people, or else to 
have the government assume charge of 
the industries, which the nationalists 
think should be done. 


Tiik Somerville Sentinel very perti- 
nently asks “if it is not true that the re- 
publicans of Massachusetts should ho 
very careful this fall that those candi- 
dates are presented and those principles 
adopted which will lift up the standard, 
give the party here a moral basis upon 
which to stand, and thus secure for it 
the renewed confidence of its memlers 
of worth and character ? The candidate 
should be a man whose life and record is 
an embodiment as far as is possible of 
the virtue the State would encourage 
and the principles it would adopt. In 
such a lifo and record there is a guaran- 
ty that the political staudard will be re- 
garded of as great sacredness as the 
moral standard, aud be kept as high. 
Nothing will he excused on the ground 
that nothing better is expected in poli- 
polities.” 


Evidently all the talk from southern 
republican congressmen about bolting 
the party candidate for speakei- is 'mere- 
ly to favor their chances for getting 
“spoils.” This is shown by the state- 
ment of Congressman Ewart of North 
Carolina, who says he will support tho 
regular nominee because “I have secured 
more patronage than my district ever 
possessed before.” This is testimony to 
the success of this administration in sat- 
isfying the “horn blowers” which can- 
not be disputed. 


The Founder of Williams College. 

It may not be generally known to the 
present residents of our city that the 
Founder of Williams College was a New- 
ton man. 

Ephraim Williams was born hero Feb. 
24, 1715. Ilis maternal grandfather was 
Abraham Jackson, who gave the town of 
Newton an acre of land for “tho setting 
a school house upon” and who was 
greatly interested iu the course of 
education. 

Isaac Williams, Ephraim's otlior 
grandfather, was a member of the first 
school committeo of this town in 1800. 

Interest in the cause of education 
was thus acquired by the boy from both 
his grandfathers. 

His home, after the death of his 
mother, in 1718, was with Abraham 
Jackson. 

Ilis early manhood was spent upon the 
sea. When he was 24 years old his 
father’s family was one of the four 
designated to accompany the Rev. John 
Sargcant ns settlers iu the Indian mission 
at Stockbridge. Urged by his father to 
accompany them he did so, and worked 
heartily for the development of the 
t mporal interests of the mission. Ilis 
savings were invested iD land in that 
section. 

He became an officer in 1744 when tho 
French war broke out, and it was while 
serving in the neighborhood of the 
Hoosac mountains that I 10 first became 
acquainted with the beautiful region 
uow bearing his name. 

In 1755 he was on his way to Albany 
to join Sir Wm. Johnson’s expedition 
against Crown Point. 

While in Albany he had his will drawn 
up, in which he had a clause providing 
that the residue of his property, after 
paying certain bequests, should he de- 
voted to the support aud maintenance of 
a free school, provided that the town in 
which it was to ho located, when there 
was a sufficient number of people, should 
ho incorporated as Williamstown. 

Williams fell in a skirmish near Cal- 
well on Lake George. 

His estate consisted of notes, bonds 
and lands in Hampshire and Berkshire. 

The amount paid over by the executors 
in 1785 was about $10 } 000. A lottery was 
authorized iu 1788 which produced about 
t*4,0<)0 more. 

Buildings were erected aud the school 
was opened in 1701 under the charge of 
the Rev. Ehenezer Fiteli of Yale. Tho 
school soon became popular aud trustees 
petitioned the General Court for autho- 
rity to incorporate it as College under 
the name of Williams Ilall. The charter 
was granted, aud June 22, 171W, Hie free 
school iu Williamstown became Williams 
College. 

Its later development, aud the noble 
work it lias done, bhouh! make us proud 
that a Newton boy was tho agent for lay- 
ing its foundations.

Travelling In Europe. 

Extract from a letter, writton by a 
Newton lady, who is travelling in 
Europe. Tho letter was not written for 
publication, and this extract is pub- 
lished without the wri tor’s knowledge: 

Wo landed at Liverpool about half 
after four on Wednesday, two days late. 
Tho approach to Liverpool in tho tender 
was very interesting to mo. Think of it! 
Seven miles of docks, filled with vessels 
of all kinds, from all parts of tho world, 
whose masts and funnels mingle, ap- 
parently, like jack straws. Wo left tho 
Scythia outside tho bar. fifteen miles 
from Liverpool. Tho large steamers 
can’t get up except in high water. We 
spent tho night at Liverpool, at tho 
Adelphi Hotel, quite near our railway 
station. 

Both bofore and after dinner, wo 
walked about the city and really got 
quite an idea of it. It seems so strange 
to have it light so late, for up to half 
past eight or nine ono can read with 
ease. 

Yesterday morning, niter breakfast at 
half past six, we started for London, but 
we didn’t reach here until ten last night. 
Wo gave the day to sight seeing, that is, 
wo visited Hadden Ilall and Cliatwsorth 
House. Bakewell, where we left the 
train, is about two hours’ ride from 
Liverpool. From there, we drove to 
Hadden, a distance of three miles 
through most delightful English scenery. 
Hadden Ilall is an old ruin dating, it is 
said, as far back as tho time of William 
tho Conqueror. It is considered tho 
best ruin existing, of the old baronial 
ball of the Norman and Saxon period. 
You may have heard of Dorothy Vernon 
in history or fiction, for she seems to 
have been an important personage of 
those times. We next drovo to Clmts- 
worth, one of tho most splendid of 
modern houses, owned by the Duke of 
Devonshire. It is certainly a very mag- 
nificent house containing every thing 
costly and beautiful that art can pro- 
duce. 

ButI was most pleased with thogardens 
which are beautiful and exteusive, re- 
quiring sixty men to keep them in order, 
and its great park, a drive around which 
is thirteen and a half miles. 

Beforo the house is the river Derwent 
gliding lazily along, in whose cool water 
twenty or more cows are picturesquely 
grouped. All through the park sheep 
are to be seen grazing or resting under 
the shadow of some glorious old beech 
or oak tree. All this beauty and mag- 
nificence belongs to a msfn who rarely or 
never visits it, and perhaps it is only an 
incumbrance to him. At all events I 10 
throws open his house and park daily 
for the pleasure of tho public. Certainly 
it is worth one’s while to have seen such 
property, belonging to a great English 
noblemnn.

It also menus not allowing 
ourselves to be tripped up and doing 
tilings to obtain position which are not 
fair and honorable. In business it means 
not to do anything dishonest or anything 
which will injure one physically, for the 
purposo of making money. Again the 
homo should not be neglected. There 
ought to be a sharp line drawn between 
the store and the family circle. “Keep 
your balance” means to stand squarely 
aud fairly for truth.

Sec. 0. The kindred of such poor per- 
sons, in the line or degree of father or 
grandfather, mother or grandmother, 
children or giandchildren, by consan- 
guinity, living in this State and of suffi- 
cient ability, shall be bound to support 
such paupers in proportion to their re- 
spective ability. 

See. 7 provides for collection of such 
amounts as towns may have expended, 
on complaint to the Superior Court. —

MASSACHUSETTS PUOERTY LAWS.

At common law a woman is only enti- 
tled to the income for her life of one- 
third of her husband’s real estate; but 
the husbaud, where there had been issue 
of the marriage born alive, took the en- 
tire income of his deceased wife's estate 
for his life; and that is still the law in 
both cases, where there are children of 
the marriage.

An Old VeueL 

The schooner Polly, employed in the 
coasting trade between Penobscot ports 
and Massachusetts, is probably tho old- 
est vessel in the American registry, 
having been built somewhere along the 
Penobscot in 1780. Sho is a little, stub- 
toed, rollypoly craft, deep and square on 
tho bilge, like a miniature old fashioned 
ship, and sho can easily be distinguished 
among 100 coasters by a strong list to star- 
board, which nobody has ever been able to 
takeout of her. Sho was originally built 
as a sloop, and carried a big squaresail, 
fore and aft topsail and jib. She meas- 
ures but forty-threo tons, but sho was a 
great West Indiaman in her time, and 
carried any amount of sugar and rum 
into Boston. 

During the war of 1813 tho Polly was 
seized by the British, but she was recov- 
ered after that dispute was settled, hav- 
ing suffered little damage at tho hands 
of the Johnnies. Last spring, while 
beating into Portland in a snow storm, 
sho was run into bv an outbouud fisher- 
man and a hole was stove in her port 
side. The crew (two men) jumped 
aboard the fisherman, and the Polly, 
slewed around by tho force of the col- 
lision, filled away on the other tack aud 
stood out to sea, heeling enough to star- 
board to bring the leak out of water. 
She was found next day by a tug all 
right and towed back to Portland. She 
has been new topped once or twice, is 
perfectly sound, and bids fair with good 
luck to live another century. — Boston 
Letter. 

The Priggish German Emperor. 

Tho day after tho anniversary of the 
Emperor Frederick’s death the Emperor 
William ordered that the name of 
Schloss Friedrich Kron, which had been 
given to it by the late emperor, should
